machinery was then broken with a punch so 
that the bolts slid back and the door was 
opened.

MUSIC ECHOES TOAST RESPONSES. 


Appropriate National Airs and Charming 
Melodies Follow Speeches. 

Out from the arches of the second balcony, 
sereened by banks of graceful lilies and 
stately palms and interwoven with the red, 
white, and blue of the republic, rang the stir- 
ring strains of martial music over a waiting 
board. Far below the artistically arranged 
tables looked like a tracing of spotiess linen 
flecked with beautiful flowers upon the deep 
terra cotta of the broad expanse of flooring. 


Wax tapers among the roses and carnations 


burned yellow in theglare of electricity which 
threw back the sparkle of cut glass and the 
shine of cutlery. Those who were to dine to 
the majesty of the White City and Stoast 
the graciousness of its far-seeing managers 
had not arranged themselves about the boards, 
but music which invited to the feast did not 
send forth its harmony in vain. It re- 
echoed back from the frescoed walls and in- 
vaded the reception-room turbulent with the 
congratulations and good wishes of half a 
thousand representatives of great nations. It 
was the inspiring measured tribute to the re- 
public which Thiele gave to the world of 
music, 

The applause of the waiting guests seemed 
to awake the dying echoes of the music, for 
straightway there came the sweet harmony of 
the intermezzo from the “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana”’ of the young Mascagni, Then a 
pause, and the dreamy measures of a Strauss 
waltz floated out from above, in striking con- 
trast to martial measures and the music of 
passion and sentiment, This was the prelude 
to the musicu! feature of the banquet, which 
was an inspiring accompaniment to the feast 
and the patriotic addresses which came after. 

The Cincinnati band of thirty pieces con- 
ducted by Michael Brand furnished the mu- 
sical program. The band was stationed in 
the second balcony at the west end of the hall 
and was entirely invisible to the banqueters 
below. At President Higinbotham’s side was 
an electric button and in this way he com- 
municated with the musicians above. The 
numbers were well selected, sufficiently varied 
to give distinction, and infrequent enough to 
prevent monotony. 

After the dinner, when speeches were in 
order, each selection had its place and special 
significance, so that the music corresponded 
with the sentiment.

It is no common occasion that bri to- 
ther tonight, and ay feelings in arising to ad- 
you partake of the uncommon nature of the 
surroundings. In seeking for terms in which to 
welcome the guests of this occasion, and to pre- 
sent to them my oti ues of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the World's Columbian Exposition, the 
shadows of the White City seems to fall around 
me and arouse me to the consciousness that ere 
long we must depart from its walls and gates,never 
to view them again. The solentnity which this 
thought engenders is mingled with the pleasure 
I have in welcoming you tonight. With this 
touch of sadness, however, is the memory of la- 
bors accomplished, difficulties overcome, 
above all, the pieasant intercourse of the last 
few months between us of Chicago and you gen- 
tlemen of the foreign commissions who have em- 
blazoned the glory of the arts and the industries 
of your several cocntries along the aisles and 
corridors of our Exposition. The “ Parliantent 
of Men” seems almost like a thing accomplished 
as we walk through these grounds and behold 
set forth in orderly array the work of human 
hands from every land upon our globe. These 
inanimate things speak for themselves and for 
those who fashioned them with an orator and 
appeals both tothe heart and mind, and the re- 
Ae their assemblage will flow back to every 
land in the love and respect which they have en- 


gendered. This love and respect it is 
my duty to honor and voice tonight in 
calling this assemblage to order. This night 


is the grownting pia of our parliament of inani- 
mate things. e feast in its honor, and our ban- 
quet is fittingly held in their midst; more fitting 
still is it that our feast should be spread within 
these walls where never again will banquet mirth 
be heard.

Gentlemen and Ladies: I wish that the ladies 
were not behind us.

The toast that I have to respond to, gentlemen, 
is one that wouid appall any ordinary man, “ The 
President of the United States and the Rulers of 
the Earth."” We generally consider that the Prosi- 
dent of the United States is sufficient.to be a 
single toast, but owing to the limited 
time and the great variety of subjects I will 
proceed and dispose as rapidly as possible of 
each of the subjects. It would seem to require 
the ideas of an artist,the erudition of a his- 
torian, the ven of the poet, and the fire and ardor 
of the orator to do justice to this subject.

MR, GAGE SPEAKS OF FAIR’S BIRTH. 


Born Out of the Union of Two Ideas, 
Patriotism and Gratitude, 

Lyman J. Gage, one of the ex-Presidents of 
the Exposition, spoke tothe toast, ** The Birth 
of the Exposition.’’ His speech follows: 

It is undeniable that the determining events in 
the lives of Emperors, Kings, heroes, and poets 
possess an enduring interest for the living gen- 
eration. It was in recognition of this fact, I =P 
pose, that the committee gave an honorable 
place to the toast to which I_am called upon to 
respond: * The Birth of the Exposition.” 

Surely no more important event ever occurred 
to Emperor, King, poet, or sage than that which 
ushered him into this mortal sphere. This new 
child of the West, whose full manhood and noble 
career we tonight celebrate, had, in common 
with allthe great and all the humble of the 
earth, its interesting hour of birth. It had no 
father or mother according to the flesh, but was 
the product of a fruitful union between two 
beautiful ideas, patriotism and gratitude. Out 
of this union, love for our land anda grateful 
memory for Columbus the Discoverer, this man 
child was born. 

Once brought into life a half dozen cities 
claimed each the privilege of adopting it as their 
own. The Congress of the United States took 
the babe in its arms, looked at it—quito doubt- 
fully at first—but finally christened it ‘ The 
World's Columbian Exposition’ and passed it 
over to Chicago to “ bring up.” It did not do 
this rashly. Before giving us the child it re- 
quired large bonds and the best of guarantees for 
future maintenance, firmly intimating that in 
naming the child and passing him over to us it 
had done a very respectable thing, indeed. Re- 
lenting, however, from such apparent coldness 
that august body, remembering the second birth- 
day of the child, presented it with a handsome 
silver spoon. The bow! of the spoon was rather 
diminutive for so large a child and the handle of 
the spoon was long and most awkward to manage, 
but it was made to serve. 

We whe gathered around the cradle of the new 
acquisition realized to a degree our: responsibili- 
ty. We knew that children’s diseases were numer- 
ous and often fatal, and the Exposition child as it 
turned out had a strange predisposition towa 
them all. It was often in danger, but it never 
died. Perhaps it would, but nursing fathers and 
mothers came in. They. came from Wyoming 
and West Virginia, from New York and New Mex- 
ico, and from ali the States and Territories be- 
tween. The United States Commissioners looked 
after the child and administered eorrection wi 
a fatherly hand as .need uired—often, we 
thought, with too strict rege for the biblical 
injunction. The Board of Lady Managers look 
after the child with woman's love, sometimes 
woman's tears, but always with a loving and 
forgiving spirit. We of the directory did 
our best to provide food and clothing for 
the youngster, who grew so fast that his gar- 
ments had always and always to be enlarg 
added to.

Mr. Burnham Says the Architects of the 
Fair Were Given Free Piay. 

‘The next speaker was Daniel W. Burnham, 
who discussed the theme, “ Design of the Ex- 
position,”’ as follows: 

The artistic success of the Fair nol can 
be doubted. But success itself is not so impor- 
tant as the causes which produced it. ‘ 

hich preceded the actual designing of the 
were uncommon in them- 
selves and seldom are found together. 

The plan and scope of the work were settled 
during that remarkable penspertty which ex- 
tended over the country, but which was most no- 
ticeable in the Mississippi Valley. This commu- 
nity, though young, had already scored many 
successes and believed in itself. It was wealthy, 
vigorous. ambitious, and’ unaccustomed to the 
restraints of precedent. It was a Napoleonic 
or heptn § possessing both the power and the 
prestige of victory while yet in the flush of earl 
manhood. It easily had overcome great difficul- 
ties, and did not hesitate for an instant to at- 
tempt the building of a World’s Fair in. the 
classic styles of architecture. Filled with enthu- 
siasm and urged by civic pride, the generous peo- 
ple freely gave their money and the services of 
their choicest sons to the entervrise. copes ¢ 
was reserved—all was offered for the public 

“ And Romans for Rome's glory

Communities have been young without riches, 
and had been rich when the conservatism of age 
had chilled the blood. This land was young and 
tich. This land only had the enthusiastic unreserve 
of youth and the enormous power of unbounded 
wealth at the same time. This land, unsatisfied 
with the renown of previous victories, resolved 
to build a monument typical of its progress. 


Directors Pursue New Paths. 


These were the conditions and purposes of the 
people, but they might easily have been of little 
effect so far as the artistic aspect of the case was 
concerned had the directors pursued the old 
beaten mee men have so often before followed. 
We all know that the practical man’s habit of 

uiding every undertaking according to his own 
ights and notions has ruined many an artietic 
enterprise. His theory has been that the archi- 
tect must not be trusted too far. ‘ Let him 
sketch up something,” ww be the practical man, 
“and let him tay it before me. I will apply a 
little horse-sense, and I guess together we will get 
something worth while.” And so the greatest at- 
tempts at monumental architectural effects have 
been our greatest failhres. This was the pioneer 
habit. Let us hope it will never be revived. 

The people of Chicago determined to build an 
International Exposition of the highest artistic 
quality. The practical men of the city might 
have conducted the work themselves as others 
had done before. There were many precedents 
for such acourse, But just at this int the 
directors left the old and proves themselves 
to be really practical, while others had been so 
only in appearance. They realized that all suc- 
cessful enterprises have been orgauized and con- 
ducted by men especially fitted for the work; 
that the designing of the grounds and _ buildings 
required trained artists of wide experience. Its 
extent made it necessary to secure a harmonious 
blending of all the parts. This could not be done 
by the directors themselves, and would 
have to be done, if at all, hy the 
architects, painters, and sculptors work- 
ing together. They realized also that great 
results only come from combinations of men spe- 
cially trained in the work to be ae and that 
interference by apace is always dangerous. 
They saw that the fundamental law of organiza- 
tion does not cease to exist when we reach that 
imaginative work called art. And so the di- 
rectors of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition 
poeces the designing and building of the Fair in 

ands of the architects, and the Columbian Ex- 
position has no more great or important exhibit 
than the calm, logical, and most efficient organ- 
ization which has governed and carried out these 
artistic schemes. You, gentlemen of the directo- 
rate, have treated the artists of America with 
confidence. You are Bellerophon and Pegasus 
has been untethered by you. You deserve our 
gratitude. The spirit of freedom is_ the atmos- 
phere in which art lives. You have the material 
rewards before you. Your children shall inherit 
the results.

O'DRISCOLL FOR GREAT BRITAIN, 


He Compares America’s Growth to the De- 
velopment of English Colonies. 

Florence O'Driscoll, M. P., Royal British 
Commissioner, spoke to the toast, ‘*Great 
Britain and Her Colonies.”’ He said: 

On the occasion of this great undertaking com- 
memorative of the discovery of this continent it 
is befitting to make reference to early writings 
and history and indulgence for a few brief 
moments. We are gathered together here to com- 
memorate the work done by the bold spirits of old 
Spain, led by the genius of those who pushed 
their prows into the setting sun and made east 
west and came upon the mountains of the world 
and sawthe rivers roll from paradise. These 
were men who showed the way to the new heaven 
and new earth which they opened to the toiling 
and oppressed millions of the Old World. 

The great tide of human life set westward from 
the British Isles, beginning from England, where 
the Pilgrim fathers came to escape from the

CONNECTICUT CELEBRATES ITS DAY. 


Gov. Morris Makes an Address and Gives 
a Large Reception. 

The number of Wooden Nutmeg State peo- 
ple who crowded into that Commonwealth’s 
decorated: building yesterday, Connecticut 
day, was something phenomenal, Thespeak- 
ing took place from a platform on the main 
floor at the foot of the stairs. At 2 p. m. the 
Governor, followed by his uniformed staff, 
grouped themselves on the stairs. After an 
invocation by the Rev. George C. Woodruff 
and music, D. M.‘ Read, Chairman of the 
Executive committee, said he felt he stood 
upon historic ground, where a great city had 
risen from its ashes; and within it the marvel- 
ous White City had been built. Connecticut 
might have done little towards the success of the 
Fair, but it certainly had done its best. A 
large share of the praise for Connecticut's part 
was due to the women, The speaker then in- 
troduced Mrs. George H. Knight, President of 
the Board of Lady Managers, as the woman 
who had done the most towards their success. 

Mrs. Knight read her brief address, which 
told of the work the women had accom- 
plished. She said theConnecticut women did 
not need to wait for a Columbian year or an 
act of Congress for recognition of their work. 
They had only a year to prepare for the Fair. 
The Connecticut women were the first to 
guarantee their share in the fund for the 
Chiidren’s Building, which had proved such a 
blessing. They tried to make it safe and pos- 
sible for unattended women to visit 
the Fair, and did so, and in several other 
ways they had been at the front of women’s 
work for the success of the Fair. The women 
were as notable for their work in literature as 
in other lines, having euch illustrious names 
to their credit as Harriet Beecher Stowe, Mrs. 
Sigourney, and Rose Terry Cooke. Connecti- 
cut was one of the three States which had fur- 
nished. and decorated an entire room in the 
Woman’s Building. 

D. M. Read said the work of Connecticut 
was that of the noblest of the original States. 
He paid the women compliments, spoke of 
the quantity and quality of the State exhibits, 
and returned thanks to everybody for every- 
thing. He introduced Gov. Luzon B. Morris. 

The Governor congratulated the sons and 
daughters of the Wooden Nutmeg State on the 
showing made. The State, though small, had 
enjoyed the distinction of having three Gov- 
ernors atone time. He was too modest to 
say it was the survival of the fittest, but he 
was the only Governor left. It was one of the 
first States to be established. No State of 
the union had furnished more men or money 
in proportion to population in time of war, 
or made a better showing in time of peace. 
The Declaration of Independence was partly 
framed by a Connecticut man and a Con- 
necticut man signed it, and in all the wars 
that followed no State had done more to 
maintain the Sonstitution of the United States 
and a free government. In manufactures 
all about these grounds were evidénces of the 
State’s proud position. In the first 100 years 
of the Patent Office there were 22,000 pat- 
ents issued to Connecticut people. In edu- 
cational institutions its influence had reached 
out to other States and nations, and no other 
State had a greater influence on the religion 
and sentiment of the people. He returned 
thanks to all the boards for their good work, 
which, he said, had been ddbe with ability, 
good taste, and judgment. 

Mrs. Isabella Beecher Hooker, a member of 
the National Board, spoke. 

The Governor held a public reception after 
the speaking. 


Examination of Beer Begins, 


The preliminary examination of beer, ales, and 
porters for awards atthe Fair was made yester- 
day atthe office of the Western Refrigerator 
company, State and Michigan streets, by Messrs. 
Rolf of West Virginia, Lund of Canada, Weigel 
of St. Louis. and Christenwahl’ of Milwaukee, 
and Dr. Lichtenfeldt of Germany. Two brands 
of beer were tested—seven samples of Cooke's 
‘Brewing company and five of A. Coon’s Colorado 
beer. From 240 to 250 brands will be tested in 
all. The scale that forms the basis of judgment 
consists of 100 points, as follows: Brilliancy, 
15: flavor. 20; commercial importance and 
value, 20; chemical analysis, 45. The first three 
divisions are to decided by the jodges ; the 
last division by the chemist, Prof. Wiley of 
Washington, who.wiil make his examinations at 
the Government Building on the Fair grounds. 
Any exhibit ne eighty points or more will 
be deemed worthy of an award. The result of 
the test probably will not be made public until 
after the Fair. 


Photographic Privilege Contest. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., Oct. 11.—A bill in equity 
was filed yesterday by Benjamin F. Kilburn of 
Littleton, N. H., and James M. Davis of Phila- 
delphia against John F. Jarvis and Richard B. 
Searles, publishing photographers of this city. 
The piaintiffs, who purchased the “stereoscopic 
protograghtc privilege’’ of the Columbian Fair 
or $17,000, charge that, in spite of the pvrecau- 
tions taken by the officers and disregarding the 
plaintiffs’ rights, Jarvis and Searles have “ sur- 
reptitiously. and by dishonest means, obtained 
and are publishing stereoscopic views Of the 
grounds, buildings, and interiors.”” Mr. Jarvis 
took the preceeen to have his views copyrighted 
and it will be a delicate question as to whether 
the contract with the Columbian Exposition or 
the copyright will prove more powerful.

WILL CLOSE SCHOOLS. 


OHILDREN TO HAVE A OHANCE TO GO 
TO THE FAIR NEXT WEEK. 


Board of Education, Despite Opposition by 
- Some Members, Votes to Close the 
Schools, So That Pupils May Keap 
Benefit from Visiting the Exposition= 
Boldenweck and Stanford Leaders of the 
Opposition=Resolution Adopted Look- 
ing to Making Fish Exhibit Permanent. 


The Board of Education at its meeting last 
night voted to give the pupils. of the public 
schools a vacation next week in order that 
they may have an opportunity to visit the 
Fair. The matter came upin the following 
report of the Committee on School Manage- 
ment: 

The Committee on School management recom- 
mends that, in view of the action of the Board of 
Directors of the World's Columbian Exposition 
fixing the admission fee for children at 10 cents 
and in order to afford an opportunity for all the 
children attending the public schools to avail 
themselves of this low rate, the public schools of 
the city be closed for one week, commencing 
Monday, Oct. 15, 1893. Donations in money or 
tickets of admission to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion may be distributed by teachers to such pu- 
pils as in their judgment would not otherwise be 
enabled to visit the Fairand that the Board of 
Directors be requested to admit all school chll- 
dren of whatever age at the same fee. 

“The design of the resolution is to give all 
school children an opportunity to visit the 
Fair,” said Mrs. Flower. “Those who have 
not been able to attend ar@ mostly poor chil- 
dren. The children who need to go most are 
those in the high schools, The directors give 
the 10-cent fee only to children under 14 
years. The pupils of the high schools are 
most of them older than that. Unless the di- 
rectors will agree to admit ail school children 

it would be foolish to close the high schools.”’ 

“We've had holidays enough,” said Mr. 
Boldenweck. ~ 

*Not one pupil in five would go to the 
Fair,” said Mr. Stanford. “ Children can’t 
go alone and the parents of poor children 
cannot afford to go with them. I’m opposed 
to the proposition.”” Mr. Stanford asked that 
the matter be deferred and published. This 
would kill the measure, for the board does 
not meet again for two weeks and there were 
cries against it. Mr. Thornton said directors 
of the Fair had said all school children will 
be admitted for 10 cents. Messrs. Bolden- 
weck and Stanford insisted that the matter be 
laid over to the next meeting. ! 


Refuse to Susperd the Rules. 


A motion to suspend the rules in order to 
put the report on its passage was lost byga 
vote of 10 to 5, it requiring eleven votes to 
suspend the rules. The report was therefore 
deferred to the next session, 

Mr. Thornton then offered a resolution to 
the same effect. “Mr. Stanford objected, 
claiming it was of the same nature as the 
other. Mr. Boldenweck tried to get it sent to 
a committee, but the Chair would not enter- 
tain the motion. Great disorder character- 
ized the meeting at this point, as it had dur- 
ing the entire evening, the Chairman 
pounded the head off the gavel in trying to 
maintain order. Mr. Thornton’s resolution 
was passed by the following vote:

RECEIPTS FOR MISSIONS REDUCED, 


Unfavorable Report Read at the Meeting 
of the American Board. 

Worcester, Mass., Oct. 11.—The second 
day’s session of the eighty-fourth annual 
meeting of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions opened in Me- 
chanics Halli this morning, a very large at- 
tendance being present. A committee of fif- 
teen, with the Hon. Henry D. Hyde Chair- 
man, was appointed to consider resolutions 
and memerialts relative to the controvergies 
before the*board, The Rev. E. K. 

D., then delivered an address on ** The 
sonal Factor in the Missionary Problem.”’ 

The report of the Committee of Eleven on 
the relation of the board to the churches, ap- 
pointed at Chicago last year, was laid on the 
table for the time being. The committee recom- 
mends that three-fourths of the vacancies in the 
board be filled from nominations made by 
the State, Territorial, or independent organ- 
izations of Congregational churches, regard 
being had to a division between ministers and 
laymen and the apportionmeut of members 
according to the by-laws; that the limit of co- 
operate membership be fixed at 350, and that 
in addition to the vacancies,regularly occur- 
ring twenty-five persons be chosen at each 
annual meeting for four years commencing 
in 1894. 

A resolution by W. E. Hale for seventeen 
corporate members of Chicago that the 
business of the board at Worcester be done 
in executive session was referred to the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen. 

The committee on the Treasurer’s report 
reported a falling off in the total receipts of 
nearly $165,000, The committee deplored 
the business depression in the country. An 
income of a milliona year is necessary and 
new interest must be excited, The Rev. Jud-

VIGILANT LEADS THE VALKYRIE, 
BUT DOES NOT FINISH. 


Wind Too Licht to Carry the Competitors 
Over the Course—Annual Meeting of 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
Stockholders — President Eckert Re- 
elected=Reasons Why Bourke Cockran 
Was Turned Down by Democrats—The 
Casino Closed. 


New York, Oct. 11.—[Special.]—The con- 
test between the Vigilant and Vaikyrie today 
resulted inno race owing to lack of wind. 
When the sun set the British and Yankee 
racers had been at work for more than four 
hours with varying advantage toeach, At 11 
o’clock everything off the Sandy Hook 
lightship was ready for a start except 
the wind. In response to signals from 
the flagship May $ Lord Dunraven 
and Mr. Iselin consented to wait for develop- 
ments. Aftera long delay, with no better 
prospects of wind, the flagship asked the con- 
testants if they would agree to defer the day’s 
race until Friday. ‘ Yes,” promptly an- 
swered the Vigilant. ‘* No,’’ came as quickly 
from the Valkyrie. So the race wenton and 
as, at Lord Dunraven’s request, the course 
signals were set “ south by west,”’ a tug went” 
scurrying to windward to log off the fifteen 
miles and mark the turning point. 

The start was made at 2:35. In the light 
air the sparring for the lead was 
tame and unprofitable. The Valkyrie 
moved off first, but inspired no 
terror. The Vigilant followed close, but 
aroused: no enthusiasm. It was a tame 

remise to an inconsequent conclusion, The 

Jigilant had much the worse of the start, the 
Valkyrie having a minute the best of it. At 
2:55 o’clock the Vigilant was fully one-eighth 
ofamile in the wake of the Valkyrie. At 
three hours thirty-two minutes, while they 
were both on the off shore reach, the Vigilant 
skipper determined to shift jibtopsails. —_ 

The Vigilant headed up better than it had 
and a slight increase in the strength of the 
breeze also favored it. It was away from the 
Englishmen, and the latter was not bothering 
it as it had been. Stilithe Vigilant was to 
leeward, though at 4 o’clock it was outfooting 
the other. 

The Valkyrie still had the weather berth, It 
was difficult to shake it off and put it to lee- 
ward, but at last, with the Englishman stand- 
ing too far in toward the Jersey coast and 

rtly losing the wind and the American 
heading seaward, the latter drew away, and at 
5 hours 10 minutes had the persistent stran- 
ger in its wake. I¢ had been'a long fight and 
a stubborn fight in the light air, Once ahead 
the bronze eraft, with a little more wind, grad- 
ually opened the gap. 

The flag could hardly be made. out, but the 
lighted vessels were around the mark by hun- 
dreds and they were the guide to the racers. 
Weil to windward at 5 hours 49 minutes the 
Vigilant made its last hitch in the darkness.

W. K SULLIVAN BRINGS OHARGES: 
AGAINST JOURNAL MANAGEMENT. 


He Says John R. Wilson, by Neglecting 
His Duties as Business Manager of the 
Paper, Is Partly Responsible for an Al- 
leged Embezzlement of $30,000— 
Whaley and Ashley, Ex-Employes, He 
Claims, Are the Defaulters=Security 
for Sale Said to Be Insufficient, 


The trouble growing out of the alleged 
illegal auction sale of the Chicago Evening 
Journal was further developed yesterday when 
William K, Sullivan filed in the Circuit Court 
@ cross bill in the case of the Shuman heirs 
against the Journal company. Mr. Sul- 
livan likewise asked the court to appoint 
a receiver for the company and asks to have 
the recent sale of the plant to Dr. S. F. Far- 
rar set aside. ‘Mr. Sullivan is the owner of 
221 shares of the “original 2,000 shares of 
the stock of the company, and he says that the 
recent sale of the paper was simply a scheme 
by which the control of the newspaper would 
be placed in the hands of John R. Wilson, the 
present business manager of the paper. 

Mr, Sullivan further charges that Whaley 
and Ashley, who were formerly employed by 
Mr. Wilson in the financial departments of 
the institution, embezzled about $30,000 
from the funds belonging to the company and 
declares that Mr. Wilson was partly account- 
able for the shortage, being negligent of his 
duties as business manager. 

The bill recites that Ashley and Whaley were 
indicted for their offense but that Mr. Wilson 
made strenuous efforts to keep the matter quiet. 
Mr. Sullivan was at one time editor of the 
paper and says he secured the indictment of 
Ashley and Whaley as soon as he 
discovered their alleged embezzlement. 
He charges that the concern has been crippled 
financialiy ever since the shortage of $30,000 
was discovered, 

It is declared that Dr. Farrar paid but 
$163,000 of the ane price in cash and 

ave his individual notes for the remainder, 
indorsed by an aunt of John R. Wilson, the 
notes not being secured in any other way. 
The complainant insists that the security is 
not sufficient, and asserts that it will be 
rd to ascertain who is the owner 
af the paper when the notes became due. He 
insists it will be a difficult matter to collect 
thoney from non-residents. He further 
dlaims that the sale was not properly adver- 
tised and was but a part of the scheme to sell 
the property for less than its value. It is 
gaid that Mr. Sullivan offered to pay $175 a 
share for the property, which was $75 above 


par, but Mr. Wilson refused the offer and 
afterward sold the stock at $81.50. 
Mr. Sullivan holds that this statement 


proves that Mr. Wilson was working a plan to 
get possession of the property. 

It is further claimed that Mr. Wilson en- 
deavored so to divide the property as to give 
the complainant and one Mrs. Shuman a cer- 
tain leasehold which was represented to be of 
great value, but it was afterward discovered 
that the lease did not carry with it the building 
and it is said that it later was hypothecated 
in a bank for the sum of $11,000. 

Thecross bill further alleges that Mr. Wil- 
son has managed the Journal as his private 
property, has borrowed money from the same 
and paid it back without the authority of the 
company’s directors, and has even borrowed 
money of himself to be used for the purposes 
of the company, paying himself back while 
acting in different capacities. Mr. Sullivan 
says he has been denied the privilege of 
examining the books or of employing an 
expert accountant to discover how much 
money was taken by Ashley and Whaley. He 
says it is necessary for the court to interfere 
and compel a complete accounting, and that 
John R. Wilson is not competent to act as the 
head of the Journal. Mr. Sullivan expresses 
a fear that Mr. Wilson will pay exorbitant 
bills in settling up the affairs of the Journal. 
It is claim t any necessary expense 
should be borne by Mr. Wilson. 


In Pursuance of an Agreement, 


The answer to the original bill of Lucy C. 
Shuman was also filed by Mr. Sullivan. In 
this he admits the oor | ag tage 2 of the Even- 
ing Journal substantially “as ia alleged and 
acknowledges the ownership of the stock as 
stated y the complainant. It is 
not denied that John R. Wilson, 
Slason Thompson, and William Hutchinson 
were the directors of the company at the date 
of the eXpiration of the charter, ana the ad- 
mission is made that a license was applied for 
by the directors for the purpose of forming a 
new corporation to continue the publication 
of the paper, the Journal being the owner 
of the leasehold, presses, type, and other fixt- 
ures described. Mr. Suilivan does not deny 
that the directors published a notice advertis- 
ing a sale of the assets of the corporation. 

‘urther answering, the defendant does not 
say whether Mrs. Shuman or Mrs. Elliot had 
objected to the sale of the property at auction, 
but admits that certain persons present at the 
sale objected to bidding in competition with 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Sullivan asserts that the 
property was sold to Dr. Farrar in pursuance 
of an agreement or understanding existing 
between him, John R. Wilson, Slason Thomp- 
son, and William Hutchinson. 


Wilson Denies the Charges. 


John R. Wilson said lest night all the 
charges made inthe cross-bill filed by Mr. 
Sullivan, as well as those of the original bill, 
were false. ‘** The answer! made in the edi- 
torial columns of the Journal at the time the 
first bill was filed will apply equally well in 
this case,” he said. ‘Both are with- 
out the semblance, of truth in any 
important particular. Astomy owning the 
paper, that is answered by the fact that the 
new Journal company was formed and the 
papers recorded today. Thenew stockholders 
are: Dr. 8S. F. Farrar, President and Trpas- 
urer; C, L. Willoughby and W. N. In- 
man, directors. The new company is 
stocked at $200,000, and the entire 
stock is owned by these three men. 
The original bill was not sworn to by Mrs. 
Shuman, and I don’t think Sullivan will swear 
to any of the statements contained in his bill. 
Sullivan is a disappointed man and somewhat 
peculiar. He was formerly with the Journal, 
but I let him go some time since. As to 
his story of the embezzlement it is 
also decidedly wrong. ‘The case against 
Whaley and Ashley will soon be decided and 
at the trial all the points will be brought out 
to prove the falsity of Sullivan’s statements. 
Idon’t own the paper, never did, and I never 
expect to be the owner, All these charges are 
false and will be proven so by future develop.

MILWAUKEE AUTHORITIES DO NOTH- 
ING TO SOLVE THEM. 


Special Agents of Insurance Companies 
Claim to Know of Testimony That 
Weuld Secure Convictions, but They 
Have Not Been Called Before the Spe- 
cial Grand Jury Now in Session —Dis- 
trict-Attorney Says There Is Nothing in 
the Cases—Northwest News. 


Mruwavuker, Wis., Oct. 11.—[Special.]— 
Over on East street the lumber yards of the 
Milwaukee Lumber company and the C. A. 
Beck company stand side by side, separated 
only by a narrow barn. Last spring the Beck 
yards and planing mill burned to the ground, 
entailing a loss of about $50,000. The yards 
were rebuilt. Six weeks ago fire was discov- 
ered in the little barn. It was put out before 
any damage was done. A week Jater flames 
were discovered in the. same place. 
This time again employés of the 
company prevented a conflagration. 
Then a detective was called in. Day and 
night for three weeks he kept guard. There 
were no fires during that time. Last Satur- 
day night, thinking the danger over, the 
guard was,released. Tuesday afternoon at # 
o’clock thé barn blazed up for the third time, 
resulting in $15,000 damage. This is a sam- 
ple of the kind of fires which have caused a 
net loss to the insurance companies doing 
business in Milwaukee during the last year of 
almost $5,000,000. Never since the 
great fire of October have there been 
less than a dozen special ents 
and insurance adjusters in the city ‘busy 
looking up proofs of losses. Meantime the 
local insurance agents, as a rule, have been 
insisting that Milwaukee was simply the vic- 
tim of an epidemic of fires which were of 
natural origin and that any incendiary theory 
was out of the quertion. The local authorities 
have practically taken the same view of the 
situation. It is true that a special grand jury, 
the third called together in Milwaukee County 
in Over ten years, took up the case and con- 
ducted what they calied an investigation, but 
notasingle one of the seventy-five special 


agents and foreign adjusters was called to 
give testimony. , 


Result of Cowie’s Work. 


Insurance Inspector Cowie of Chicago was 
up here about that time and did some work 
on one of the big fires. Heclaimed to have 
a dozen affidavits made under oath showing 
fraud in one of the larger fires. He was never 
brought before the grand jury, however, nor 
were his alleged affiaavits submitted. On the 
contrary,,he was arrested on a charge of car- 
rying concealed weapons, on another 
charge of frequenting a disorderly house, 
and on a third of blackmail. The 
latter case being still pending against him. In 
a sense this is ancient history, but little else 
is talked of in the hotels, which have almost 
been turned into insurance clubs, so great is 
the attendance of foreign agents and adjust- 
ers. The local board of underwriters took 
the matter up in their annual meeting this 
morning and informally discussed it but did 
nothing. The foreign insurance men on 
the ground say that the local f&gents 
are not acting in the proper way 
to protect the good name of their city. In- 
stead of laughing at charges of arson and in- 
cendiarism they say the local men should 
lead the way in investigating every suspicious 
case and in sending every guilty man to the 
penitentiary. But the special agents who are 
the direct representatives ot the great in- 
surance companies have practically given up 
_—_ of any active measures on the part of 
Milwaukee people. They are asking them- 
selves what is going to be done about it.

e interviews with adjusters and agents 
on the ground, published this morning in 
Tue Trisuneg, with a hint of possible startling 
developments, caused no end of talk among 
insurance and business men. There is no 
truth in the story that twenty written con- 
fessions in as many different cases of incen- 
diarism have been secured. They dwindle, 
on investigation, to some twelve affidavits 
which Inspector Cowie secured some months 
ago, all bearing on the same case. The feel- 
ing among all classes of insurance people is 
that the story was too good to be true. 


Views.of Local Men. 


‘There is no doubt that something ought 
to be done,”’ said B. M. Weil, one of the old- 
est of the local agents, today. ‘** We local 
men have been compelled to almost get down 
on our knees to keep the companies from 
quitting Milwaukee altogether. Three times 
the rates have been raised, until today Mil- 
waukee business-men pay 65 per cent more 
on the average for their insurance than they 
did a year ago, and while only fourteen or 
fifteen companies have quit doing business in 
the city the rest of them are. not at all anx-

Quincy, IIL, Oct. 11.—[Special.]—Three 
masked men shortly after dark last night ap- 
proached the residence of Robert S. Bennett, 
an old and wealthy farmer living one mile 
west of Clayton. They covered the hired man 
with revolvers and compelled him to call Mr.

Illini. Yacht club is the name of a new organ- 
ization composed of wealthy men of St.

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IRRIGATION PROBLEMS DISCUSSED. 


Meeting of the International Irrigation 
Congress at Los Angeles. 

Los Anozizs, Cal., Oct. 11.—The Interna- 
tic nal Irrigation reassembled this 
morning. A paper by F. H. Newell was read, 
describing an instrument for recording the 
flow of water and giving a map illustrating 
the same. T. R. De Ybarrola, Mexican dele- 
gate, who had just arrived, was presented and 
made a brief speech. This was followed by 
the reading of a paper by Col. John P. Irish 
from Charies M. Irish, Chief of the Bureau of 
Agriculture, Arizona asked in a resolu- 
tion that Congress be memorialized by 
the present congress to admit that 
Territory as a State.

Pixley Takes a Heat in Shifty Fashion, 
but the Champion Goes on and Wins 
with a Heat Average of 2:08:58—Some 
Astonishing Bits of Speed Shown in the 
Race—Arion Reduces His Record to 
2:07%=—Guinette and Silent Breok the 
Other Winners. 


Lezxineron, Ky., Oct. 11.—[Specia].]—This 
afternoon furnished quite the most sensa- 
tional sport that has ever been seen among 
the harness racers in this State. Directum, 
the greatest of 4-year-old trotters, was the 
king of stallions, stood the most severe test 
ever put upon a horse in a contest, and came 
out conqueror. He lost one heat by a rather 
careless drive, but went on to victory in the 
next two miles, 

The average for his three miles today was 
2:08 :58, while for the whole race the rate is 
2:08}¢. These figures beat anything ever 
before known in the history of trotting. 
Arion came out later in the afternoon and 
trotted a single mile, announced as 2:07%, 
but which was timed by good outside watches 
from a quarter to a half second slower, 
This was the fastest mile ever credited to any 
harness performer in Kentucky. John Dickerson 
drove the colt, and rated him well, going to the 
quarter in 32% seconds, the half in 1:04, three- 
quarters, 1:36%, the mile in 2:07%. Monroe 
Salisbury, Crit Davis, and other experts who 
stood under the wire timed Arion in 2:08%, and 
John A. Goldsmith's watch stopped at 2:08. 
William Russell Allen and John Shepard of Bos- 
ton were in the timer’s stand and are responsible 
for the accuracy of the record. This places Arion 
equal with Kremlin among trotting stallions and 
second to Directum among 4-year-olds. 

Directum Wins a Superb Race. 

The free-for-all trot, which was not called till 
two heats of the 2:14 pace were disposed of, ab- 
sorbed the interest. Directum was conceded the 
winner. The first pools were 10 to 1 on the 
black colt, and when he won the first heat in 
2:09%4, taking the pole from Pixley on the back 
stretch, he was barred in the betting. Pixley was 
almost as much of a favorite for second money, 
and proved to be the only one of the field able to 
give Directum & race. In the second heat 
she stuck to the champion's wheel, carrying him 
to the half in 1:04%, and the-third quarter was 
in 31% seconds. The mare had made one of her 
skips going away and after another on the home 
came with a rush. When Kelly had

UNEXAMINED INSPECTORS TO STAY. 


Council Order Regarding Toolen’s Assist- 
ants Likely to Remain in Force. 


The fight over the appointment of building 


inspectors will be taken up in the Council 
next Monday night. The Committee on Fire 
and Water will recommend the special 
erder of June 5, under which v. inspec- 


tors were appointed without examination, as 


required by the building ordinance passed 
last March, be rescinded. While there is a 
prospect that the report may be ordered pub- 
lished and action on it deferred, it is probable 
some action will be taken at once. 

The passage of the matter in this way isa 
practical admission that the order was legally 
passed and that it is operative as against. the 
building ordinance, although many members 
of the committee argued that an order of the 
Council could not rescind an ordinance. The 
object sought, the dismissal of the inspectors 
who did not take the examination, will be de- 
feated. Corporation Counsel Kraus and 
several corporation counsels before him have 
held that an order of the Council has just the 
same weight as an ordinance. That being 
true the inspectors appointed without being 
examined under the order are as much en- 
titled to keep their places as, those who did 
pass the examination. Commissioner Toolen 
is aware of this and unless he makes some 
concessions or the Council takes further 
action all the present inspectors can retain 
their positions. 

An unusually large crowd gathered in the 
committee room to listen to the deliberations 
of Ald. O’Neill’s committee yesterday. Those 
particularly imterested in the outcome were 
Commissioner Toolen and -Messrs. Tapper, 
Otis, Holmes, and Coggswell, members of the 
Board of Examiners, by which some eighty 
applicants for the positions of building in- 
spectors were examined during Apriland May. 
Commissioner Toolen held that the board had 
been so slow in selecting applicants by giving 
them certificates that he had been obliged to 
take some action im order to get inspectors to 
do his work. The wembers of the board in- 
sisted thatall the certificates were signed in 
the Commissioner’s office, and that in each 
case he was the first one tosign them. This 
caused the committee to ask for the certifi- 
cates, and Commissioner Toolen said City 
Sealer Burke had them. Repeated attempts 
to get them from Mr. Burke met with refusal. 
Then Chairman Q’Neill said: : 

Mr. Toolen, you give bonds of $50,000 to at- 
tend to the duties of your office. Oneof your 
duties is to keep papers and documents perttin- 
ing to your department. You have not kept them, 
but have turned them over to another official 
who now refuses to allow you the use of them. 
Under the ordinance you are given power to ap- 
point your subordinates, but the fact that you 
cannot get these certificates shows that you have 
not the power todo your duty under the ordi- 
nance; that you eannot make your appoint- 
ments. It is demonstrated, as has long been 
rumored, that under this administration heads 
of departments are not allowed to run their own 
offices. 

Commissioner Toolen said he made the ap- 
pointments.

I am justified in 
saying, in behalf of the Senators opposing the 
pending bill, that we stand ready today—and will 
so stand throughout this struggle—ready and 
anxious to pass this bill with amendments.

MR. CARLISLE REPLIES TO ALLEN, 


Shows the Circumstances Under Which 
Bond Interest Has Been Anticipated, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 11.—Secretary 
Garlisle today sent to the Senate a response 
to the Allen resolutions inquiring under what 
circumstances the Treasury Department had 
anticipated the interest on bonds since July 
1, 1880. The Secretary says: 

Authority for advance payments on interest is 
found inthe act of March 17, 1864, With two 
insignificant exceptions the digbursements on this 
account have been made without deduction or 
expense to the bondholders. hen interest was 
anticipated the conditions of the Treasury and 
ofthe business of the country were such as to 
make the exercise of the power advisable if not 


imperative, 

The Secretary then enters into the details of 
the payments, inning with the year 1881, 
when the effort was made te change the 5 and 
6 per cent bonds to 34¢ per cent bonds re- 
deemable at the option of the government. 
The Secretary shows how, to afford relief to 
the money market and prevent the further ac. 
cumulation of a surplus Sept. 24, 1881, the 
department called in twenty millions in bonds 
and announced its readiness to redeem week- 
ly during October following $2,000,000. 

Again towards the close of 1886 the com- 
mercial and financial situation called for 
prompt action and the department anticipat- 
ed interest in the sum of $8,735,743, which 
was returned to the channels of trade with 
great benefit to the country and without em- 
barrassment to the Treasury. In May, 1887, 
the last of the bonds redeemable at the gov- 
ernment’s pleasure were called. There was 
no way of putting out again the surplus to 
the people, except by bond purchases at a pre- 
mium or by deposits in national bank de- 
positories. Doubtung his authority to pur- 
chase bonds not required for the sinking 
fund, the Secretary again anticipated interest 
to the amount of $10,682,706. The Secre- 
tary quotes the report of the Controller of the 
Currency describing the circumstances under 
which the prepayments of interest were 
deemed advisable in the fall of 1890 and up 
to September, 1892. He refers to bank fail- 
ures in New York and the entanglement of 
Baring Brothers in London, and says that the 
department offers to purchase bo at that

RYAN DEMANDS AN INVESTIGATION. 


West Town Assessor Does Not Deny Charges 
of Crooked Work in His Office, 

West Town Assessor Ryan demands an in- 
vestigation of his office and declares that he 
will compel some individuals who have ac- 
cused himself or his employés of irregularity 
either to prove their assertions or retract their 

harges. Less than two weeks ago the Chica- 
go Malleadle Iron company filed a complaint 
that a deputy from Mr. Ryan’s office had 
called on him and said the concern would be 
assessed at $9,000. Bullock demurred, as the 
figures were too high, and suggested that $4,- 
000 or $5,000 would be nearer the right fig- 
ure. Then, it is said, the deputy offered to 
assess the concern at $2,500 if Bullock 
would divide equally with him the amount 
saved between the first and last figures. Bul- 
loek says he declined to be a party to such a 
scheme, Nothing was heard of the matter 
for some days, when -Mr. Bullock was as- 
tounded at the notice that he had been as- 
sessed at $11,000. 

In an open meeting of the County Commis- 
sioners Commissioner Strueckman declared 
that he had positive information that one of 
Ryan’s deputies had accepted a bribe of $100 
for making a ridiculously low assessment on 
ane of the most valuable pieces of property 
on the West Side. Mr. Ryan said yesterday: 

‘*T have heard of these charges, also that 
the grand jury would be asked to take up the 
matter. When I was before the Public Serv- 
ice committee of the County BoardI used 
some rather plain language as to my stand on 
assessments in general. lam ready for an 
investigation andI court it. Mr. Bullock’s 
After I had 
turned over the books -to the County Clerk a 
lawyer called on me in Bullock’s behalf and 
wanted to know if he couldn’t fix the matter 
some way. I told him his redress was in the 
County Court. I donot deny that there is 
foundation for Bullock’s assertion. I simply 
say thatifa deputy of mine attempted to 
make a dicker of that kind I would 
discharge him on the spot. I don’t deny that 
there has been crooked work attempted by 
my men. They were caught, however, and I 
have discharged at least ten of them. If Mr. 
Bullock wilt point out the man who ap- 
proached him and prove his charges-1 will 
discharge the man. As to Struckman, I am 
told he refuses to give the name of the indi- 
vidual who is doing crooked work through 
my office,”’ 

Commissioner Struckman declines to talk 
on the matter at present. Should Mr. Ryan 
insist upon the grand jury taking hold of the 
assessment scandal there will doubtless be 
some developments that will be of interest to 
taxpayers.

It seemed just and fair 
that the Chinese should have additional time 
in which to register and obtain certificates of 
residence. If all the Chinese persons who 
‘were not now registered should be transport- 
ed to China the cost to the government would 
be about $7,000,000. 

Geary Opposes the Bill. 

Mr. Geary (Dem., Cal.), in opposing the 
bill, said it was as humane as the gentleman 
who had just taken his seat. If he believed 
that through the operation of this bill if en- 
acted into law the Chinese would comply 
with the law he would vote for 
the measure. But he did not so believe. 
He wanted to act in accordance with civil- 
ization, Christianity, and morality. He 
wanted to exclude Chinese from coming here 
but no additional burdens should be im posed 
upon those aiready here.

Treaties Not Violated.

mer. Publi¢ Health Congres’, Hail 7. Three 
sessionswill be held, the first at 10 a. m., the see- 
ond at 2 p,m., and third at 8 p. m.; the latter 
will deal almost exclusively with the sanitary 
conditions in Chicago; during the day nineteen 
addresses will be delivered by representative san- 
itarians. Waif Saving Congress, Hall of Wash- 
ington, 10 a, m. and 8 p. m. Addresses by the 
best-knowh workers among the waifs in this and 
foreign countries. 

A congress that promises to be one of the 
most interesting as well as one of the best at- 
tended of any of the smaller ones held in con- 
nection with the World’s Fair Congress Aux- 
iliary is that of the Humane Society. This 
congress convened yesterday morning in Hall 
29 of the Art Institufe. President Bonney 
was present and welcomed the delegates, after 
which he introduced John G. Shortall as Per- 
manent Chairman. Mr. Shortall delivered a 
short address and then introduced Thomas 
W. Palmer, who talked of the practical side 
of the society’s work. He said the gréater 
portion of cruelty to animals was caused by 
indifference and placed the percentage of ip- 
stances caused by total depravity as low as 
1 per cent. When such cases were found he 
thought State's prison was the best place for 
them. Prof. David Swing, the next speaker, 
said none could realize the highest philosophy 
of humanity without realizing the friendship 
of brutes towards man. Nearly all cruel per- 
sons were intensely egotistical. The society 
existed in part for the conversion of sueh ego- 
tists. The philosophy of the society might be 
stated in the words “how would you like to 
be treated? ”’ 

Crowd at Afternoon Session, 

The hall was crowded to its fullest capacity 
when President Shortall opened the afternoon 
session. The first speaker of the afternoon 
was the Rev. B. B. Nagarkar of Bombay, 
who spoke of the respeet and regard of the 
Hindoos for animals. He said: 

Philosophers from thé earliest times down to 
the present day have engaged in trying to 
solve the mystery of life, yet they all confess that 
penetrable, unsearchable, 
and inexplicable. e all know what life is, but 
when we try to define it we are lost. An old phil- 
osopher said that life was the command of G 
and I don’t think it can be any better defined 
day. If thisis life, life in every form shonid 
always command respect. In very early times our 
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“ be to nat- 
saw him in every type of life. As 
they spread about India they ag a the other 
people to respect life. especially of animals, 
Later there arose certain sects of Brahmins 
who took delight in sacrifice. After a time these 
sacrifices became a heartless, soulless ritual. 
And against these Buddhism and Jainism have 
been ever fighti What is the basis of this ro- 
spect the Hindoo has for animals? First, there is 
a certain amount of gratidude that we bear 
towards them. The love of certain animals 
teach men a’much needed lesson. Then we have 
a certain amount of fear that we feel toward cer- 
tain animals, and lastly thereis the motive of 
awe. 
Holidays for Animals, 

There are in Indig certain days reserved as hol- 
idays for certain classes of animals; there is a 
day for the horse,a day for cows, etc. These 
holidays are not things to be laughafi at. When 
we think of the great help that the gow and the 
bullock and the horse are and have been to the 
Hindoo, we feel an amount of respect for them, 
which you im this country of wonderful machin- 
ery cannot appreciate. It is true that transmigra- 
tion enterts into the consideration ofthe Hindoo 
for animals. lam not prepared to enter into a 
discussion as to the merits of this belief, but 
there they are, and they have made the people of 
India love or fear, but in any‘%case respect, ani- 
mals. You havein this country laws which dis- 
criminate between the a of animals cruelly 
and killing them piney: his the Hindoo can- 
not understand. To killan animal by any means 
is to him cruelty, and your laws seem but a con- 
tradiction of terms. 

Gaylord H. Thompson of Colorado next 
spoke of the treatment of cattle on the West- 
ern plains, He told how the cattle were 
rounded up in the spring, brandéd, and turned 
adrift to suffer fromm the sores made by the 
branding iron; how they were rouuded up in 
the fall, the beef cattle cut out. and the others 
turned adrift to get through the winter as best 
they could. 

‘**Cattie Transportation ” was the subject of 
a paper by Prof. Leonard H. Eaton of Pitts- 
burg. He toldof the work done by the socie- 
ty to ameliorate the suffering of cattle in 
transportation from the West to the seaboard, 
especially of the work done since the passage 
of the United States law in. 1878 regulating 
the transportation of live stock. 

An interesting paper on ‘* Cruelty to Ani- 
mals at Sea’’ wads contributed by William 
Hosea Ballou of New York. He spoke of the 
difficulties encountered in caring for the in- 
terests of live stock at sea since Congress has 
declared that all vessels on the high seas under 
a foreign flag are foreign soil and not subject 
to the laws of the land at which they touch. 
This, he said, prevented the Humane Society 
from prosecuting and securing the conviction 
of men who maimed and abused live stock 
while on shipboard. 


WORK OF EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE, 


Sectional Conferences Gathered Under One 
Central Meeting. 

A surprisingly small audience was present 
at yesterday morning’s meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance. The program was -. neverthe- 
less carried out and those who were present 
enjoyed hearing several fine papers. The 
committee decided to merge one of the sec- 
tional conferences in the program for the 
central meeting thereby catching up with 
sore of the work that Monday’s semi-holiday 
caused to accumulate. 

The first paper presented was by the Rt.- 
Rey. D. Cleveland Coxe, New York, entitled 
“Organic Union, Its Reasons and Pros- 
pects,”” and it was read in abstract by the Rer, 
Floyd W. Tompkins of Chicago. A paper on

James McCosh of Princeton University, was 
read in part by the Rev. Dr. McGrew. The 
third paper, by the Rev. Dr. Phillip Schaff, 
New York, entitled ** The Evangelical Al- 
liance and the Reunion of Christendom ” was 
read in abstract by the Rev, Dr. ‘Eimendorff.

EXPERTS DISCUSs TYPHOID FEVER, 


Interesting Papers Read at the Congress of 
Public Health. 


The most interesting address delivered in 
the congress on public health yesterday was 
by Pref. W. T. Sedgwick of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology at Boston on “ The 
Origin and Dissemination of Typhoid Fever.”’ 
Prof. Sedgwick went into considerable detail 
as to the manner in which typhoid fever had 
been introduced into various cities of the 
Commonwealth at different times, and gave 
an instructive discourse upon the means em- 
ployed by the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health to eradicate the disease and to ascer- 
tain its origin. 

Sir Joseph Payrer, surgeon of the British 
army in India, contributed a paper on “ Trop- 
ical Diarrhea,”’ which was read by Dr. Gihon, 
Medieal Director of the United States Navy.. 
Dr. Manuel Septien of Mexico talked in 
Spanish on “ Cholera Infantum and Its Treat- 
ment,’ and Dr, R. Icaza and Dr. Luiz, also of 
Mexico, talked upon infection and contagion 
of typhus and typhoid fever in the City of 
Mexico. Dr. A. CU. Abbott of Johns Hopkins 
University delivered a thoughtful paper con- 
cerning the causation, spread, and prevention 
of typhoid fever. 

Dr. U. 0. B. Wingate, Commissioner of 
Health from Milweukee, recited the system of 
the collection and disposition cf animal and 
vegetable waste in that city, and W. S. Me- 
Harg, Water Engineer at the World’s Fair, 
told he the World’s Fair gewage was dis- 


Lady Priestly, President of the Public 
Health Association of London, recited at some 
length the progress of sanitarian knowledge 
among the women of England, and Sir Charies 
Cameron ina valuable paper indicated the 
importance of civil public hygiene to the 
State. Mr. Cameron ia the chiet medical of- 
ficer of London and his conclusions were of 
the tes interest to the medical profession. 
Dr. W. Oldright of Toronto roused a good 
deal of curiosity as well as interest by an ad- 
dress entitled “ Unreet,”’ in whieh he indi- 
cated the hurry and push of the present gen- 
eration and the development of nervous dis 
Cases. 


WOMAN’S WORK FOR WOMAN, 


Combined Meeting of Congresses on Social 
Settlements and Working Girls’ Clabs. 


A sectional conference of unusual interest 
was held in Hall 23. It was a combined 
meeting of the sections on ‘sdcial settlements 
and working girls’ clubs, and was presided 
over by Mrs. Charles Henrotin. The enitire 
morning was occupied with accounts of meth- 
ods already in successful operation, and the 
women who through years of devotion have 
won suecess in their respective lines delivered 
the addresses. Afmong them were Miss E. A. 
Buchanan and Grace H. Dodge of New York, 
Miss Jane Addams and Miss Katharine Head 
of Chieago, and Miss Moffatt of Northamp- 
ton, Mase. 

Miss Buchanan told of the vacations which 
the Holiday Home Association of New York 
had secured for the last two years for some 
1,500 working girls. Miss Jane Addarns told 
of the work of Hull House and invited all 
who were interested in that work to visit that 
famous place this afternoon at 4 o’clock, 
when Robert A. Woods of Andover House, 
Boston, and the Rev. George Hodges of Pitts- 
burg would be present and receive all who 
came. Robert A. Woods, who is at the head 
of the Andover House in Boston, which wel- 
comes to its working membership Catholics, 
Jews, Agnostics, and Protestants alike. spoke 
earnestly of the work. The Rev. George 
Hodges of Pittsburg read a vigorous paper in 
which he told how the settlement idea is be- 
ing practically carried out in parish work. 
He told of the success which had attended the 
union of effort between a Catholic priest and 
«u Protestant clergyman in the establishment 
of sacred Sunday concerts, in which were 
performed the great oratorios to the delight 
and profit of the plain people. 

Miss Dodge, known the world over as the 
founder and practical worker of successful 
working girls’ clubs in New York, related in 
an entertaining manner:the methods which 
obtained in their management. She said the 
young women who compose the membership 
were rich and poor alike on an equal footing 
for codperative friendship and helpfulness. 
Miss Dodge also spoke of the domestic cir- 
cles which have been organized by the mem- 
bers of the working girls’ clubs who have 
married, 

Miss Head told of the successful lunch clubs 
for working women in Chicago. She said the 
Ogontz, the Wildwood, and Ursula clubs were 
self-supporting; that the lunches served were 
of the best quality at very lowest price and 
were served in comfortable quarters removed 
from the noise and dust of the city and amid 
surroundings of comfort and restfulness. She 
said the average amount paid for a lunch was 
11 cents, and that although the expense of the 
club was in the neighborhood vf $350 oes 
month the aggregate receipts from lunches 
were sufficient to cover that amount. 

Miss Moffatt gave a graphic account of the 
home culture clubs originally organized by 
Mrs. George W. Cable of Northampton, 
Mass., the wife of the well-known novelist. 
These clubs bring together the rich and the 
poorin small eircled, which meet about at 
the homes of the members, where timely top- 
ics are discussed. 

In the afternoon a sectional conference on 
theological education was held in Hall 21, at 
which many interesting addresses were made 
and profituble discussions were had. Those 
participating were Prof. Grayham Taylor of 
the Chieago Theological Seminary, Prof. G. 
Frederick Wright of Oberlin, Prof. Herrick 
Johnson of McCormick Seminary, Chicago; 
Profs. H. M. Seott of Chicago Seminary, 
S.M. Umbach of Union Biblical Institute, 
and Prof. James F. Riggs of the Reformed 
Chureh Seminary.

IN RECEIVERS’ HANDS. 


OHIOAGO AND NORTHERN PAOIFIO 
RAILROAD IN THE COURTS. 


Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company of New 
York Commences Suit=-Henry E. How- 
land, Warner Van Worden, and Richard 
P. Morgan Are Named as Receivers= 
John D. Rockefeller Is One of the Com- 
plainants=Charges That There Are De- 
faults in Payments—Ralilroad Notes. 


As expected, the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company of New York has commenced suit in 
the United States Court against the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific railroad company and 
Judge Jenkins has appointed receivers for 
the defendant corporation. These are Henry 
EK. Howland, Warner Van Worden, and Rich- 
ard P. Morgan. 

Proceedings were commenced at \the re- 
quest of a number of holders of mortgage 
bonds. The complainant shys there has been 
default in payment of interest upon mortgage 
bonds of the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
railroad company and asks that the rights of 
the mortgagees be enforced and protected. 
To the request of the bondholders are attached 
such names through accredited representatives 
asi. &S. H. Stern, Frankfort-on-the-Main; 
Haseltine, Powell & Co., E. W. Trusdel, 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin, Colley and Hayt, 
and J, D. Rockefeller. The application was 
not opposed by counsel for the railroad cor- 
poration. Each receiver is required to file a 
a of $100,000 with the court within ten 

ys. 

The court directs that the receivers are not 
to take possession of any property of the Chi- 
cago and Northern Pacific railroad company 
now leased to the Wiscunsin Central com- 
pany asthe Northern Pacific railroad com- 
pany. They are instructed to operate the 
road and to deposit the moneys secured in 
New York and Chicago banks. Power is 
granted them to borrow money to pay any ac- 
cruing uecessities for labor and supplies 
but for no other pupose except by order of 
court. They are authorized to pay current ex- 
penses, surns due connecting and intersecting 
lines, car mileage, and taxes due upon the 
property. Also amounts due all employés 
since April 10, and sums due for supplies and 
material since the same date. They are fur- 
ther to pay with the sanction of court all 
amounts necessary for the protection of the 
real and persona! property of the corporation 
from sale under lease. 


Cut Their Proportion in Half. 


The Western Freight Association roads for 
some time past have had an arrangement with 
the Des Moines, Northern and Western, Quincy 
Omaha and Kansas City, Fort Madison and Des 
Moines, Des Moines and Kansas City, Omaha and 
St. Louis, lowa Central, Mason City and Fort 
Dodge, Chicago, lowa and Dakota, and Winona 
and Southwestern railroads, whereby these lines 
were allowed on through frattic a proportion of 
50 per cent of the through rate.

Roewad Surprises South Park Com- 
missioners with a Great Scheme. 

A plan to solve several of the leading prob- 
lems that are now occupying the attention of 
agreat many citizens was submitted to the 
South Park Commissiofiers at their meeting 
yesterday afternoon by A. J. Roewad, an 
architect. The problems that Mr. Roewad has 
succeeded in solving to his own satisfaction 
are: The Lake-Front park question, the ele- 
vated track question, the disposition of 
World’s Fair buildings, and several other 
matters. 

He proposes to build an elevated railroad 
loop capable of accommodating all the rail- 
raads centering in Chicago within the district 
bounded by Chicago avenue, Halsted street, 
and Twenty-second street. ‘The yards for the 
transfer of freight and storage of carsare to 
be built ont in the lake on both sides of the 
mouth oftthe river. The material for filling 
in is to bé brought from the drainage canal 
and the World’s Fair grounds. The land on 
the ie rat at present unoccupied, he 
proposes fo give up to a great recreation 
ground, énifracing a national museum, a 
concert jhall, a zoological garden, and 
various other amusement schemes. Around the 
railroad yards and park he wishes to build a 
grand boulevard at an elevation of 100 feet 
above the lake. As the scheme involves the 
expenditure of more than $100,000,000 the 
Park Commissioners deferred action in regard 
to it. 

The company now owning and operating 
the electric launches on the lagoons at the 
Fair grounds made a _  propusition to 
the Commissioners to sell the launches 
at the close of the Fair. The board 
took no action in the matter, as the 
members regarded the price asked too high.

MAYOR HARRISON BUSY OORREOT- 
ING MISTAKES OF THE GANG. 


Democratic Ticket as Certified to the Coun- 
ty Clerk Places the Mayor’s Pet Candi- 
date at the Head, Making Him the Op- 
ponent of Judge Gary~Candidate Brown 
Had Been Selected by His Honor te Be 
Slaughtered in This Position — Demo- 
eratic Revolt Continues. 


_ Mayor Harrison is again at work rectifying 
amistake made by the gang. In fact, the 
Mayor has had but little else to do lately and 
is fast being converted to believe in‘ Miles 
Standish’s axiom: “If you want a thing well 
done, do it yourself.”” About everything “ the 
boys” have had a finger in this campaign 
they have botched worse than John Alden did 
the courtship of the Puritan Captain, and Mr. 
Harrison is getting tired of their blunders. 

The particular thing which is bothering the 
Mayor just now is the order in which the nom- 
inees for the Superior Court bench were certi- 
fied to the County Clerk and consequently the 
order in which they will be printed on the 
official ballot unless something is done. 
William Calhoun Asay of the City Hall quar- 
tet was Secretary of the convention, and so it 
devolved on him to make out the certificate 
of nomination to be filed with Clerk Wulff. 
‘He knew that Perry Trumbull was Mr. Harri- 
son’s special pet among the nominees and 80 
he thought he would please Mr, Harrison by 
putting his name at the head of the list. 

But it happened that this was just what the 
Mayor, who, when it comes to politics, can 
see considerably further than all his hench- 
men combined, did not want, for Judge 
Gary's name will head the Republican ticket, 
of course, and this arrangement of the Dem- 
ocratic one would pit Trumbull against Gary, 
the thing of all others the Mayor was anxious 
to avoid. For Mr. Harrison is extremely 
anxious that Trumbull be elected. His father, 
Lyman Trumbull, came to the front and pre- 
sided over Mr, Harrison’s big meeting last 
‘spring at a time when the latter needed his 
help badly, and for once Mr. Harrison is 
grateful. 


Had Picked Brown for Slaughter. 
Besides, he had picked out E. O. Brown to 
run against Judge Gary. He knew that the 
latter was bound to be elected anyhow, and so 
thought it a good scheme to providean easy 
man for him to beat. It might be claimed 
afterwards, if necessary, that the Mayor was 
notso strongly opposed to Judge Gary and 
the fight on him was really all Gov. Altgeld’s 
fault. But to have his own candidate so 
placed on the ticket that nine out of every ten 
of the thousands of Democrats who are going 
to vote for Judge Gary are certain to cut him 
is altogether provoking, and the Mayor has 
not been at all slow in expressing his opinion 
of such bungling. 

His only hope of helping the matter lies 
with the Committee of Review of the Election 
Commission and there he is meeting with 
trouble. ‘The board consists of County Judge 
Scales, State’s-Attorney Kern, and County 
Clerk Wulff; two Democrats and a Republic- 
an. Mr. Wulff is of the opinion that the names 
ought to be printed as they were certified to 
him. Judge Scales, however, is willing to ac- 
commodate the Mayor. Sothe matter might 
be drranged if Mr. Kern would agree to join 
with J ndge Scales anti oblige Mr. Harrison, 
but Mr. Kern is not willing. He has been the 
special target for abuse by Mr. Harrison’s 
paper for some time and he does not feel 
friendly at all toward the Mayor. In fact, he 
is in anything but an obliging mood, and the 
chances are that Mr. Trumbull will have to 
run against Judge Gary after all. 

Democratic Movement for Judge Gary. 

Ata meeting held yesterday afternoon in 
the Unity Building the initia! steps were taken 
toward starting a Democratic movement look- 
ing to the re-election of Judge Gary.

His subsequent 
announcement gave the impression that while 
he was sincerely anxious to avoid the work he 
would undertake it if it seemed necessary. 
He would, however, much prefer to escape. 

Besides the organization of the committee 
at its meeting today the case of Justice Wood.

Mr, Woodman isan appointive town officer 
and consequently ineligible to the position of 
comtmitteeman.

put upon them at the meeting above referred 
to a few of the Western members of the 
United Press have been frightened into a sev- 
erance of_their relations with it, and the re:

In 
the West the service is offered to the old Wes- 
tern Associated Press newspapers on terms 
that are absolutely fair and in many cases less 
than the cost of their present service; and the 
terms agreed upon may be secured by time 
contracts. In view of the fact that the news 
service of the United Press is more complete 
than any that could possibly be secured from 
any other source, applications for it are being 
received from various quarters. Contrary to 
the expectation of the Western Associated 
Press managers, the effect of their receut 
demonstration has been to boom the business 
and increase the revenues of the United Press.

TRYING TO STAB HIM FOR DOING HIS 
DUTY 


The Inter-Ocean is displeased with Presi 
dent Cleveland’s efforts for the repeal of the 
silver purchase clauses of the Sherman law 
in order to uphold the parity of the cur- 
rency. So are the Populists. and the 
free silver Senators from the South. The 
Inter-Ocean says he is a bulldozer. So do 
they. This would bea more serious charge 
perhaps had it not been made by the .same 
Southern Senators in the past against Grant, 
Logan, Morton, and Chandler. A_bulidozer 
appears to bea man who, having made up 
his mind what ought to be done, proceeds to 
do it. 

The J.-O. says that “for some years Mr. 
Cleveland has breathed the atmosphere ol 
Wall street.”” So say the fiat Populists and 
alithe 58-cent dollar free silverites The 
I.-O, says that “he has used the patronage o1 
the administration to induce Democratic 
members of both Houses of Congress to. vote 
as the President desired on the silver. question. 
and that Democrats who will not vote as the 
President wants can get no patronage for 
their friends.’ So say the fiat Populists and 
the Southern 58 per cent free silverites, But 
neither the paper nor those whose complaints 
it echoes have given the names of men whuse 
votes were bought with offices nor of those 
Senators or Representatives who, having 
beggedfor offices from a President whose 
policy and platform they were opposing, have 
been refused them unless they would vote for 
repeal. 

From the fact that the J.-O. copies and in- 
dorses all the charges Which the Populist 
cranks and 58 per cent free silverite Demo- 
crats make against President Cleveland, one 
would be justified in believing that it, like 
them, was in favor of the silver standard. 
Else why should it repeat the idiotic false- 
hood that— 


Nothing in history is better established than is 
the fact that these Wall street bankers and finan- 
ciers some time ago determined that they would 
change our silver legislation, even if to do so 
they had to shake the foundations of the busi- 


| pess of the country. 


But it would not be quite safe to indorse 
free silver in an anti-free silver community 
like this, and hence the /.-O. tacks on a con- 
cluding paragraph to the effect that ‘it is in 
favor of the repeal of the silver purchases 
that it urged. the President to call a special 
session to putan end tothem,”’ and *‘ approved 
of his message in so far as it related to the 
silver question at the time.’ And yet it re- 
peats and indorses all that is said by the oppo- 
nents of the repeal of the Sherman law 
against the man who is trying to get the Dem- 
ocrats to vote to maintain good money in ac- 
cordance with the pledge of his party. Is 
this an attempt to hold withthe hare and to 
run with the hounds?—to keep on good terms 
with the honest money men by praising the 
President’s policy and on good terms with the 
free silverites by condemning his efforts to 
uphold good money, and as the elected leader 
of his party to carry out that policy as laid 
down in the platform on which he was 
elected ? 


THE PRESIDENT IS NOT ALONE. 

It is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
‘“* President Cleveland is having a lonely time 
“of it. His isolationfrom his party is so 
** marked that itis causing comment every- 
** where.”’ 

This is much too strongly worded. The 
isolation is not from his party.as a whole, but 
from the Southern wing of it, most of whose 
members are in favor of free silver or fiat 
shinplasters. Afraid of the Populist sen- 
timent in their States, which was strong 
enough to throw outa Democrat like Wade 
Hampton, these Southern Senators have re- 
pudiated the national platform of their party, 
and are trying to induce Mr. Cieveland and 
the Northern Democrats to imitate their 
treacherous and cowardly example. 

The old Bourbon element of the South which 
ruled the Democracy so dictatorially before 
the war, and which had no difficulty in sub- 
jugating Pierce, Buchanan, and the Northern 
Democrats generally, is trying the same game 
again. Thus far the attempt has not beef a 
success. Neither the President nor the 
Northern Democrats as a rule have faltered 
in support of honest money. The latter are 
standing by Mr. Cleveland as they stood by 
Andrew Jackson when he defied the Southern 
aullification wing of his party and threatened 
to crush out nullification in South Carolina. 
The Democrats of the *North are not “ iso- 
lated’ from Mr, Cleveland. Ohio, Iowa, 
Nebraska, New York, Pennsylvania, and Mas- 
sachusetts Democrats have held State con. 
ventions recently and have indorsed him. Of 
the Northern Democratic Senators the ®nly 
ones against him are the doughface Turpie of 
Indiana and White of California. 

So long as the President adheres to a policy 
regarding this non-partisan currency question, 
which isolates him from Southern free silver- 
ites calling themselves *‘ Democrats,’’ but are 
really Weaverites, but secures for him the 
hearty support of the Northern Democrats 
and the coéperation of the Republicans, he 
need have no more fear of the consequences 
than Andrew Jackson had fifty-seven years 
ago when he broke with Calhoun and the Cal- 
hounite Democrats. Gen. Jackson said: 
“Our Federal Union; it must be preserved,” 
and the people stood by him. Cleveland has 
said: ‘*The honesty of our currency must be 
preserved.”’ If he has the nerve to stick to 
that declaration he will win, even if the office- 
halding demagogues of the Southern wing of 
his party do rave and bluster and swear that 
“the President is not a Democrat.” 

The President has set out to secure the re- 
peal of a law which his party platform con- 
demns. He is endeavoring to have it re- 
pealed not merely to fulfill the party’s pledge 


but to save from grievous injury the people of. 
the United States, Democrats and Republic. - 


ans alike. He is endeavoring to do what Gen. 
Harrison would have done if re-elected. Had 
he been re-elected factious Republicans from 
silver-mining States would have fought him 
as free silver Democrats are fighting Mr. 
Cleveland now. Gen. Harrison would have 
paid no attention to them. President Cleve- 
land should pay none to the Morgans and the 
Pughs. the Calls or the Cockrells. So long 
as he contends unflinchingly and uncom. 
promisingly for the interests of the people, 
for good money for workingmen as well as 
for business-men, and against the scaling 
down of the deposits of the laboring classes in 
the savings banks as weil as the deposits of

CURRENCY VOLUME AND VALUE OF 1865 
AND 1893. : 
The Atlanta 


Constitution claims there is not 
enough money in the country for the needs of 
business, and essays to prove the assertion as 
follows: 
In 1865, when we had 85,000,000 population, 
we had $2,122,437,841 in circulation; now, with 
@ population of 65,000,000, our circulation is 
only $2,120,281,093. That is to say, our popula- 
tion has nearly doubled in twenty-eight years, 
and our circulation, instead of keeping pace with 
the increasing number of the people, has been 
contracted tu the extent of several hundred miil- 
ions of dollars. At the close of the war we had 
$47 per capita of currency, and $25 per capita is 
absurdly small. | 


The enorr@ous mistake made by the man 
who wrote the above arises out of the fact 
that during the war he was ‘on the other 
side.”’ He wasdown South, in a section ‘of 
country which had ‘oceans’ of currency, 
such as it was,gnd shortly before the collapse 
of the Corfederaecy the $50 per capita he 
writes of would not pay for a pair of brogan 
shoes. He did know anything about the con- 
ditions which prevailed in the North. At the 
time he writes of the paper circulation, bank 
and national, was only about 700 millions, 
the report of the Secretary of the Troasury for 
1865 stating that it was slightly in excess of 
that figure at the close of October, ’65. The 
average value of gold, as measured in the 
paper currency for 1865, was 157.3, making 
the paper doilar worth only 6344 cents in gold, 
If we exclude the first four months, taking 
only the figures for the months follo#ing the 


| close of the war, the average value of the 


paper dollar for the last eight months of 1865 
was but about 70 cents, which reduces the 
buying power of all the money in circulation 
to less than 500 millions on the gold basis. 
If we add to this 25 millions for the gold in 
circulation on the Pacific coast, and another 
75 millions for gold in the hands of brokers, 
ete., at the East, used for the payment of cus- 
toms dues, we shall have a total of only 600 
millions, or slightly more than $17 per cap- 
ita of effective money worth 100 cents on the 
dollar as the circulation in the United States 
in the eight months following the close of the 
war, 

The Atlanta editor has made the egregious 
mistake of supposing that the 830 millions 
of 7.30 bond notes circulated as money. It 
is true that some of them were paid out to the 
soldiers in lump sums and that here and 
there one might hear of a 7.30 bond with the 
accrued interest added being paid in satisfac- 
tion of adebt. But that kind of transaction 
was the exception, notthe rule, It was al- 
mostas rareas the payment of debts with 
United, States bonds today. Those bond 
notes bore interest at the rate of 2 cents per 
day on each $100, and the holders were not 
foolish enough to pay them out as money in- 
stead of currency, especially after any con- 
siderable amount of interest had accrued, 
These bond notes were held as investments, 
and by the banks, and did not constitute a 
partof the currency in circulation, and if 
they had done so the total would have been 
far less than thatas claimed by the Atlanta 
editor. They had three years to run and 
were funded into longer bonds drawing 
smaller but coin interest. And their be- 
ing funded into regular bonds occasioned 
no monetary stringency, proving that they 
had never been in use as an active part of the 
currency. Hence they were never missed 
when funded into other bonds. 

The present circulation of 1,600 millions 
of dollars, all still at parity with gold, among 
not more than 66 millions of people is 60 
per cent greater per capita than was the cir- 
culation of 1865, as measured on the gold 
basis of business power, so that the plaint of 
the Atlanta paper is entirely lacking in sup- 
port by the facts. But supposing we had had 
in circulation in 1865 the amount of money 
he claims. What good would it have done? 
Bemg paper money it would have been the 
basis of the wildest kind of speculation, fran- 
tic inflation of nominal values, and invest- 
ments in mad boom enterprises, the whole to 
be followed by a grand smash-up taking years 
to recover from. That always has been the 
result of having too much paper “ money,”’ 
and always will be. 

It may be bad not to have enough 
money in the country, as that would occasion 
stringency. Butit would be at least as bad to 
have too much currency—worse if the abun- 
dance were gained at the expense of solidity 
and integrity to the currency. In that case 
the scripture would be soon verified, our last 
state being worse than the first. An unhealthy 
inflation leads to ballooning and is always fol- 
lowed by an explosion and a crash. 
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Senator Squire of Washington has sought 
to intmortalize himself and gain honor to his 
State by the authorship of an amendment to 
the pending silver bill. Hehas given notice 
ofan amendment which will provide for the 
coinage of silver produced and refined in the 
United States when deposited by the owner at 
the mint, but that such coinage shall be lim. 
ited to $2,000,000 per month and to a total 
of $100,000,000, which would be fifty 
months. The dollars coined are to be of the 
present standard of weight and fineness, in- 
trinsically worth 58 cents, and to be full 
legal tender, no certificates to be issued 
against them. The difference between the 
coinmercial value of the bullion on the day of 
deposit and the coin value is to be retained by 
the Treasury as seigniorage or “ rake off.” 

Bonds are to be issued for 200 million dol- 
lars, redeemable after five years, the proceeds 
to be used for the redemption of United 
States notes, and the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act is to be repealed. Then the 
country would have the present 600 millions 
of silver plus this additional 200 millions 
proposed by the author of the scheme. The 
Senator does not seem to think it mecessary 
to provide for the redemption of the silver 
dollars. They are to take care of themselves, 
and if the people do not want to continue to 
take them at par they may drop to a discount. 
The situation would present the deplorable 


anomaly of gold and paper based upon it cir-* 


culatingat the intrinsic value of the gold 
coins, while the silver dollars in larger num- 
ber four-fold than thepeople woula be will- 
ing to carty round with them would circulate at 
70 per cent above their intrinsic value; or if. 
the depre- 
ciated coing would have no redress. And 
this is proposed in face of the declaration 
made in the platform of the party to which he 
is claimed to belong demanding “‘ such legis- 
lation as will'secure the maintenance of the 
parity of values-of the two metals, so that the 
purchasing and debt paying power of the dol- 
lar, whether of silver, gold, or paper, shall be. 
atall times equal.’ And he will have the 
cheek to ask yotes for his measure by Demo- 
cratic Senators, whose party has demanded 
that ‘“‘the dollar unit of coinage of both met- 


als must be of equal intrinsic and exchange- . 


able value.”’. In other words, he proposes to 
go back on the platform of his party and ask 
all of his colleagues except four to vote with. 
him in Cefianee of the platforms on which 
they have been placed by those whom. they 
have undertaken to represent. 

The proposition should not be entertained 
fora moment. It would not be by any really 
reflecting man. It would go straight to free 
silver monometallism of depreciated silver 
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dolla@s worth little more than half their face. 
It contains the proviso that these coins, which 
are> to be nearly half token, shall be full 
legal tender—that is, have no redemption be- 
hind them. In that respect the proposition is 


' even more dangerous than any other that has 


been offered as a so-called “ compromise,” 
for it would commit the people of the United 
States unreservedly to the short weight silver 
doliar as the unit of values. The result of 
making this amendment the law of the land 
would be the institution of two widely differ- 
ent standards of currency value. Nobody 


_would pay any gold into the Treasury or pay 
.gold for any phrpose when the liability could 


be carceled by the payment of an equa! num- 
ber of silver dollars worth but little more 
than 50 per cent, If gold were used at all for 
domestic business it would be at a heavy pre- 
mium, corresponding -to the difference be- 
tween the intrinsic values of the two kinds of 
dollars. Within a very short time the coun- 
try would be down on thé silver basis, and 
with fur less buying power in the money than 
is now possessed the people wouid be plunged 
into a financial chaes in which the rog.es 
would thrive at the expense of honest men 
and women, |‘ , 


THE THREE CENTS AN ACRE NEVER PAID 

The dignifiell speech made by Chief Poka- 
gonon Chicago day was one of its most pleas- 
ant fedtures. It was short, well conceived, 
and at times pathetic and patriotic. No one 
has summed up the duty of the Indian in 
more practical form than this old chief when 
he said: 

We must give up the pursuits of our fathers; 
however dear we may love the chase, we must 
give it up: we must teach our children togive up 
the bow and arrow that is born in tneir hearts; 
and in place of the gun we must take the plow 
and live as white mendo; they are all around 
about our homes; the game is gone never to re- 
turn, hence it is vain to talk about support from 
game and fish. Many of our people are now suc- 
cessful in raising grain and stock, and what they 
have done we all can do. Our children must 
learn that they owe allegiance to no clan or pow- 
eronearth except these United States. They 
must learn and love to wave the Stars and Stripes 
and at all times to rejoice that they are American 
citizens. Our children must be educated and 
learn the different trades of the white men. 
Thanks to the Great Spirit, this government has 
already established afew schools for that pur- 
pose, and to learn of their success you have but 
to visit the Indian schools on these grounds, ex- 
amine the work of the children, see the different 
articles they have made, examine their writing- 
books, and you will be convinced that they will 
be able to compete with the dominant race. 

There was another feature of this occasion 
which it is not so pleasant to consider, as it 
reflects the injustice which more than once 
has been done to the Indian by the govern- 
ment. Sixty years ago Chief Pokagon’s father 
met the representatives of the government and 
transferred from his tribe 1,000,000 acres, 
including the site upon which Chicago now 
stands, for 3 cents an acre. The government 
acquired the land. The Mayor of Chicago on 
Chicago day received a copy of the treaty 
which ceded the land, But Chief Pokagon 
has received nothing. For sixty years the 
government has owed him that $30,000 and 
he has usked Congress in vain for it. That 
he should have mgde such a loyal, patriotic 
speech in the face of such treatment is an evi- 
dence of the dignity of his character. He 
should be paid the purchase money with in- 
terest, and Mayor Harrison, who claims to 
have the blood of Pocahontas flowing in his 
extraordinarily international veins, should aid 
old Pokagon in securing his rights. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS ELECTION. 

The Republicans of Indianapolis have won 
adecided local victory in behalf of decent 
civic administration. in the face of apparently 
overwhelming’ odds. They elected Tuesday 
last their candidates for Mayor, Police Judge, 
and City Cler« and six Councilmen-at- Large by 
an average majority of 2,000. Two years ago 
Sullivan, who was defeated Tuesday, was 
elected Mayor by 2,722 majority, and at the 
last general election Cleveland carried the 
city by 640. The result Tuesday shows a 
handsome gain. The Indianapolis Journal 
the day before the election thus indicated the 
character of the vicious and immoral combi- 
nnation against which the Republicans out of 
power had to contend: ® 

The opposing forces are powerful. All that 
vicious self-interest, that pandering to vice and 
crime can do will be done. An enormous corrup- 
tion fund, drawn from gamblers, county and city 
officers, divekeepers, and corporations like the 
Big Four, has been expended by men who are 
schooled in all sorts of infamy, led by Simeon 
Coy. There is no lawlessness which has not been 
organized and no sort of official pilfering which 
has not been practiced to promote the election of 
the Sullivan ticket. 

Against this combination of corruption and 
iniquity the taxpayers, who were tized of cor- 
rupt corporation rule and taxeating, the 
decent, law-abiding people who were equally 
tired of being dominated by a gang of gam- 
blers and of bummers led by Sullivan and 
Sim Coy, and the Republicans led their forces, 
assisted by law and order Democrats, and re- 
deemed Indianapolis. The issue was largely 
based upon the gambling question. It was 
conceded generally that the re-election of Sul- 
livan would be tantamout to a notice to the 
gamblers that they could run wide open, and 
to taxeating bummers that they could con- 
tinue their squandering of the public money.

WHY SHOULD DESERTERS HAVE OF- 
FICES! 

Why is it that the Republican repeal Séna- 
tors, all of them loyal members of the party, 
do not, like the IJnter-Ocean, unite with the 
fiat Populists and 58 per cent free silver 
Southern Democratic Senators in assailing 
the President? Possibly it is because they are 
more anxious for the repeal of the Sherman 
law than in the distribution of patronage. On 
the latter point they haye had nothing to say. 
They have found no fault with the President 
for giving offices to Democrats only, for they 
recognize the fact that civil service reform 
has not made much progress yet in that 
party and that it is taken for granted that 
a Democratic President, being a party chief 
as well as President, will give offices only 
to those who are faithful to the platform of 
his party. | 

The Democratic platform demands the re- 
pealof the Sherman iaw. A Senator from 
Mississippi or Alabama who is opposing the 
repeal of the Sherman law is not a Democrat 
on that issue. If a Democratic President does 
not pay any attention to his recommendations 
of men for offices, as the Pops and free silver- 
ites allege, the Republican Senators see nothing 
so wrongful in it that they should assail him 
therefor. They cannot, looking at it from a 
party point of view, see why a President elect- 
ed to office to carry out.certain principles and 
measures should bestow offices on those who 
are unfriendly to those principles and meas- 
ures. So long as Collectors, Postmasters, and 
other officers are appointed because of their 
** Democracy ”’ it would be a queer perform- 
ance for Mr. Cleveland, being a party chief, 
to select men whose backers cannot be Dem- 
ocrats because they oppose the policy of the 
Democratic party as laid down in its nation- 
al platform. Why should any Senator’s 
officeseeking recommendations be heeded 
when he is false to the party platform and 
fighting the President because he is true 
to it? 

When Messrs. Sherman, Allison, Hoar, Cul- 
lom, Hawley, and other stanch Republican 
Senators see the President “trying to grasp 
power not legitimately his under the laws and 
the Constitution ”’ they will protest in no weak 
tones. As long as they find no fault with 
what the President is doing to secure the pas- 
sage of the repeal bill it would be better for 
Republican editors generally to leave fault- 
finding to the Southern free-silverites, whose 
vicious motives are transparent, until the evi- 
dence is produced that the President has done 
something in violation of the laws ahd the 
Constitution. To refuse to give offices to 
men who have gone back on the Democratic 
platform on the great monetary question is a 
violation of neither 

PUBLIC HEALTH CONGRESS. 

The American Public Health Association is 
in session this week at the Art Institute, the 
congress being one of the series held in con- 
nection with the World's Fair. The topics 
handled are among the most important that 
can be presented fer discussion by leaders of 
the world’s thought and action. Of course the 
principal area of effort is sanitation in the 
cities, and it isa vast one. It includes drain- 
age and water supply, the proper disposal of 
garbage, excrement, and rubbish, due ventila- 
tion in the home and workshop, and attention 
to the atmosphere, that the air breathed by 
human beings be not unnecessarily polluted 
by smoke and other material, the presence of 
which in large quantity is detrimental to 
health. This includes the necessity of super- 
vision of the individual, and that is the most 
difficult part of the business. The great mass 
of actual violation of nature’s laws is com- 
mitted by the least intelligent portion of the 
community, while those who are morally re- 
sponsible fora great part of it, at least to 
some extent, look on idly as if the thing was 
“none of their business.”’ 

Proper sanitation in the great cities cannot 
be secured unless the majority of the people 
are sufficiently educated in regard to the 
matter to understand its great importance, 
and not only demand thoroughness on the 
part of the authorities, but resolve to do their 
ownmshare in preserving the cleanliness which 
is essential to the civic health. One of the 
speakers at the congress put the case forcibly 
as well as correctly in stating that * individ- 
ual filthiness is the chief difficulty in the way 
of public health today, and that to remedy 
this condition it would be necessary to place 
a sanitary officer over each individual.’”’ The 
people have to be educated up to the neces- 
sity of sanitary reform in order to make sani- 
tary measures effectual, and for this reason 
the discussion of the topic by the present con- 
gress may be hoped to result in sterling bene- 
fit tothe cause of public health, since it may 
lead up to the genera! agitation without which 
the labors of the few will be in vain, 


Sunatork Wotcorr appealed to Senator 
Voorhees the other day “‘ to stand with the 
people of his own country and his own flag 
against the proposed surrender to British in- 
terests.”’ 

A gifted young American orator said once:

“* great republic laugh ha, ha.” If Senator 
Wolcott is going to play the Samson act, or 
go into the heavy anti-British, star-spangled 
banner line of business he ought not to,allow 
himself to be surpassed in eloquence either 
by the young orator referred to or by Senator 
Morgan. The Queen of England, Mr. Glad- 
stone, the directors of the Bank of. England, 
and purse-proud Britishers generally read 
with eagerness the Senatorial debates and 
gnash their teeth when a true patriot like 
Morgan hurls defiance at them. Why does 
not Senator Wolcott in addition tg appealing 
to Voorhees not to play the part of Benedict 
Arnold pour a little hot shot into the ranks of 
those Britons who have seduced the Tall 
Sycamore of the Wabash from his allegiance 
to silver, the old flag, and his native land? 
Make the plutocrats tremble and the crowned 
tyrants of England grow pale. 


At the meeting of the Committee on Fire 
and Watér today the question of rescinding 
Ald. Powers’ surreptitious order-amendment 
of the building ordinance will be discussed. 
The ordinance provides for a test examina- 
tion by a non-partisan board of candidates for 
the position of inspector. Powers’ order, 
which was smuggled through the Coun- 
cil, assumes- to suspend the examina- 
tion provision. Commissioner Toolen 
has most improperly interpreted the order 
in accordance. with Powers’ views. The 
result has been the appointment of incom- 
petent ward-heelers, discredited ex-inspectors, 
and tough g keepers as inspectors. 
Had the ordinance observed those men 
could not be appointed as inspectors, as they 
could not pass the necessary examunation. 
Mr. Toolen knows quite well that Powers’ 
order cannot suspend any provision of the 
building ordinance. But acting doubtless on 
the suggestion of the Mayor he has obeyed the 
order and ignored the ordinance. The com- 
mittee should definitely pronounce on the sub- 
ject today. It has dawdled long enough with 
it, The committee should report in favor of 
the repeal of the order and the strict enforce-

. Mr, CuaMBpertamy announced when leaving 

for this country that he would not 

talk politics while in the United States. But 

here he is talking politics at a great rate, pre- 

dicting the overthrow of the Gladstonians and 

granting new constitutional powers to the 
House of Lords, He says: 

It is well known that political practice in En- 
gland demands that the Gladstonians should ap- 
peal to the people on the home rule question, as 
itis the most vital question in English politics 
and the one on which, the most serious division 
of opinion exists the electors. 

Very fine. But perhaps Mr. Chamberlain 
will tell Americans when the House of Lords 
assumed the right to force a dissolution by 
rejecting a measure passed by the popular as- 
sembly. As Mr. Chamberlain says: ‘‘ Home 
rule is the most vital question in English poli- 
tics.” But the people of Great Britain and 
Ireland have given their verdict on that ques- 
tion. They rendered it after seven years of 
debate in 1892. It is not in the province of 
the Lords to fix the time of the appeal from 
that verdict. Mr. Chamberlain was a sup- 
porter of the Irish compensation for disturb- 
ances bill, which the Lords rejected in 1878. 
Did he advocate an appeal to the country on 
that issue? Did he think that the Lords had 
then the initiative in forcing a dissolution? 
Mr. Chamberlain should have kept the silence 
on British politics which he announced, 


Tue Atlanta Constitution says: 

If Democrats are responsible for unconditional 
repeal, the party in the South, which is already 
embarrassed by grave suspicions among the peo- 
ple, would be seriously crippled. . 


This ig a roundabout way of saying that 
Georgia Democrats, like the editor of the 
Constitution, are afraid of the Pops, and will 
do what they did in South Carolina—smash 
the “‘ reguiar’’ Democratic machine and turn 
out of office the veteran Democratic office- 
holdera. Instead of fighting the delusions of 
the Populist cranks by enlightening the peo- 
ple and by showing them that it is for the in- 
terest ofevery one of them to have good 
money, the Constitution, in order to save the 
**machioe,” wants the Democratie party to 
knuckle down to these cranks, to adopt their 
heresies, and repudiate the Democratic plat- 
form.

It seems to be brave 
only when trampling on the political rights of 
negroes. If its organs had preached sound 
doctrines as energetically as Northern Demo- 
cratic papers have done, the Populist party 
would be dying out by this time.

The Figaro has outdone all competitors in’ 


attacking England. It has published remark- 
able rumors to prove England’s activity 
among the savages. One of its stories is that 


Sir Henry Drummond-Wolff, English Am- 
bassador in Madrid, has been instructed to 
induce Spain to organize a complete military 
expedition against the Moors, Lord 
Rosebery believing the Sultan when 
hard pressed, would call on England for help 
and thus open the way for ita protectorate 
over Morocco. The Figaro declares today 
that William Woodall, Financial Secretary 
in the British War Department, and 
a certain Lord of the Admiral-: 
ty sailed yesterday on the gunboat 
Bramble from Gibraltar for Tangier, where 
they will take a hand in Moorish affairs. 
These surprising stories, although supported 
only by the Figaro’s word, are swallowed by 
many Parisians of intelligence and by the 
whole rank and file of newspaper readers. 

The Republique Francaise urges Spain to 
punish the Moors as they deserve, regardless 
of British sulks, and not to allow itself to be 
intimidated, as was probable, by England’s 
frown. 

Labor Congress a Fizzle. 

The Labor Congress of the Guer District 
closed Monday night. Its proceedings were 
conducted with great mystery. The Socialist 
journals in Paris paid little attention to it, and 
the general opinion is the whole affair was 
a tizzle. Admission was refused to 
several conspicuous Socialists, notably to the 
celebrated Italian agitator, Amilcar Cipriani. 
It is understood the Guer district Socialists 
resolved to keep acting on an independent 
platform, although willing to coéperate with 
the other Socialist groups on general ques- 
tions. 

Prince de Joinville’s Memoirs. 

Prince de Joinville, son of Louis Philippe, 
has completed his memoirs and placed them 
in the hands of his publishers. They are said 
to contain a great fund of new anecdotes con- 
cerning court society in the days of Louis 
Philippe’s power. 

Reeeption at American Embassy. 

The first official reception of the Diplomatie¢ 
Corps ever held at the Embassy of the United 
States will take place early in November, 
Had Mr, Eustis come as Minister instead 
of Ambassador he would have been re- 
quired by diplomatic etiquette to pay 
personal visits to the other diplomatists as 
soon as he has presented his credentials to 
President Carnot. As an Ambassador, how- 
ever, he simply issues a kind of circular 
note naming the day on which he will 
receive his colleagues, and thus place 
them under the obligation to gall 
upon him first. His colleagues will be pre- 
sented to him at the reception by an official 
rejoicing in the title *“* Introducer of Ambas- 
sadors."’ About the middle of November 
Mr. Eustis will receive the American colony.

Under the direction of Gen. Saussier, Mili- 


tary Governor of Paris, maneuvers repre’

precious and interesting asa relic are thor- 
oughly aroused. Young men who cannot re- 
call the scenes of the awful conflagration, or 
who were not residents of the city at the time, 
will not part with the only evidence of Chica- 
go as it was twenty-two years ago as con- 
trasted with the magnificent city of today. 
There should not be, and there will not be, 
any difficulty in raising the necessary amount 
to buy thecyclorama. Hundreds of patriotic 
business and professional men are ready to 
go down in their pockets and contribute the 
amount asked forit.

There is nothing more popular in Chi- 
cago with the masses than the parks. And no 
more popular place could be found for the 
location of the picture than in one of these 
parks.

I do not know of any- 
thing which we could secure for Lincoln Park 
which would be a greater drawing card. | am 
heartily in favor of buying the picture and hav- 
ing it suitabie housed at some convenient point 
in the park. I have seen a reportin some news- 
paper that it was to be taken to London. This 
should never be alldwed. It would reflect very 
seriously on the patriotism of the citizens of 
Chicago to allaw such a proceeding. If our board 
had money enough we would purchase it at once 
and build a suitable house for it. We have been 
making some vast improvements lately and the 
money in the treasury is so low t we cannot 
furnish the money ourselves, but | think there 
are plenty of wealthy citizens on the North Side 
who woul cheerfully subscribe the amount nec- 
essary to buy the picture. I wish some one would 
take the matter in hand and start a subscription 
list. If it should be placed in Lincoin Park it 
should be free and open every day for the in- 
spection of visitors. 


Wanted on the West Side. 


One week from next Tuesday the West Park 
Commussioners will hold a meeting, when the 
matter will be brought up and discussed. So 
far as is known every one of the Commission- 
ers favors the idea of buying the’ picture and 
placing it in Garfield Park. In the meantime 
the members will do all they can toward se- 
curing the panorama, and it is likely that ne- 
gotiations will be opened immediately. J.J. 
Townsend, one of the members of the board, 
said yesterday : » 

I am heartily in favor of purchasing the Cy- 
clorama of the Chicago Fire, and | think Ti the 
members of the board are favoratle to it. Gar- 
field Park has been somewhat negiected in the 
last few years and I know of a better than 
locating the picture there. e have in our 
treasury now nearly $100,000, and that could be 
used for the purpose. I do not think a buildi 
to house the painting would cost much, and 
think it would be a very profitable investment. 
There should be no admussion charged, for the 
reason that everything of that nature in a park 
should be for the people and free as the air. 
When the board meets 1 intend bringing the mat- 
ter up, and in the meantime | wish the newspa- 
pers would agitate the matter, for | do not think 
they can say too much in favor of it. 


Other Commissioners Favor It. 


Carl Moll, another member of the West 
Park Board, had this to say on the subject: 

I am very much in favor of it. Itis a magnifi- 
cent and precious relic of Chieago’s calamity in 
"71 and should not be allowed to leave the city. 
It 1s worth twice as much to us as it would be to 
any one in London or anywhere else. If it was 
taken away I do not think it could ever be re- 
placed. If the West Park Board gets it we will 
very likely locate it in Garfield Park. The other 
parks have had their share of improvements and 
it would be no more than right to give this to 
Garfield Park. There is oniy one ing in the 
way of us buying it and that is the amount of 
money necessary. I do not think we could spare 
the amount asked for the picture. However, 
there are enough citizens on the West Side who 
are desirous of having it among them that they 
would contribute liberally. The street car lines 
and elevated roads would be benefited consider- 
ably and they ought to help out. We want the 
painting and will use every effoit to get it. 

C. K. G. Billings, also a member of the 
West Side Board of Park Commissioners, is 
quite enthusiastic over the project. He said: 

Let Garfield Park have the painting by all 
means. We wantit badly on the West-Side, and 
I am pretty sure that we will get it, with the 
proper amount of work. I do not think our char- 
ter would allow us to buy it outright, but if we got 
it we would build it a handsome home, costing at 
least $100,000. It would be of an ornamental 
architecture and would add very much to the 
attraction. West Side citizens are vary much in- 
terested in the matter and 1 do not doubt but 
what they would subscribe ey toward its 
purchase, I should think we could get a very 
nice sum out of the street railways and the ele- 
vated roads. They would be benefited as much 
as anybody as they would haul ail the people 
who visited the park. The matter ought to be 
advertised and interest worked up, for it would 
be unpatriotic for Chicago to lose so great a 
painting of the fire. 

_ The South Park Commissioners held a meet- 
ing at their office in the Rookery yesterday 
afternoon. When asked whether they would 
accept the cyclorama or not and whether they 
could buy it from the funds in the treasury 
they said they had received no offigal notitica- 
tion that they were desired to take the paint- 
ing. Until then they would not talk. In 
other words they are waiting for a delegation 
of ,leading citizens to offer them the painting 
free of charge, 

Cyclorama Company Sued, 


Attorney Simeon W. King began suit‘in the

The 
plaintiff had wcontract with D. P. Green, a 
photographer, for the purchase of a large 
number of pictures taken during and after 
the big fire, but declares that Gross after- 
wards consummated a deal with Green, and 
purchased the pictures from which the pano- 
rama was originated to the plaintiff’s detri- 
ment.

cagoan. “It was a multitude and a scene 
never to be forgotten,” he said. ‘The plaza 
view reminded me of Derby day at home, al- 
though the greatest attendance ever recorded 
there was 225,000, or half a million short of 
Chicago day’s triumph. - It was certainly a 
record-breaker, as his ts no paral. 
lel. What do I think of the World’s Fair? It 
is simply colossal—incomprehensible—from 
a general glimpse, such as I have been able 
to give it. It is not only the greatest, it is the 
grandest, of all World’s Fairs, and doubly 
surpasses the wildest expectations. The 
Paris Exposition was mere ‘ginger-bread in 
comparison. The tremenduous size and 
strength of the buildings can be likened only 
to those of ancient Rome. You may say that 
I am disgusted with Great Bnitain’s exhibit 
and attendance. The former is puny and in 

no degree representative, England and Eng: 
landers will never have another such a glori- 

ous opportunity for an international exhibit 
of their resources and capabilities. I do not 
in the slightest degree hold Sir Richard 

Webster responsible for the situation, and 
Parliament supplied a plenteous fund. but the 
extent and importance of the Exposition have 

been wholly misconstrued and unappreciated 

in England, with abominable management. 

“As for the lack of European attendance 
or patronage, they have no conception of 
what they have missed seeing and enjoying. 
On theother hand, Australia has surpassed her- 
self, and I am proud of her as an Engiish sub- 
ject. Her exhibit in Agricultural Hall is 
marvelously fine and creditable, and in a 
large measure redeems England’s indiffer- 
ence or cupidity.”’ 

This was Mr. Heaton’s second visit to Chi- 
cago, which he considers the American won- 
der. The skyscrapers amaze him. In all 
London there are only two tall buildings, he 
says, and those are only ten stories high, 
He remarked the substantial and solid char- 
acter of Michigan avenue’s granite palaces, 
and credits us with rescuing the lost art of the 
Romans in architecture and building. In a 
burst of enthusiasm Mr. Heaton assigned the 
United States second only to Great Britain in 
the grand galaxy of nations and emphasized 
his belief that before 1950 they will jointly 
dictate to the world and have made universa 
the English language. He referred to the in- 
roads into English court society that have 
been attained by American ladies and asked 
if Americans realize that a future English 
Cabinet is impossible without American rep- 
resentation. A casual investigation will justi- 
fy his observation, 

Mr. Heaton is‘the member of Parliament 
from the County of Kent, his constituency 
including the primate of Canterbury. the 
ecclesiastical capital of Europe, and the garden 
of England. Canterbury is about twenty 
miles from Dover and distinguished as the 
highest educational point in England and num- 
bering among its illustrious inhabitants three 
of the revisers of the Bible—one of whom 
abolished “hell” and established ‘“ sheol.”’ 
Mr. Heaton’s former trip to the United States 
was in support of his Parliament measure to 
bring about a 2-cent postage between this 
country, Great Britain, and Canada, and he is 
sanguine of early success. His present jour- 
ney, however, is for another purpose, and Chi- 
cego was his only breathing or resting place 
in his flight around the globe. He left Lon- 
don Saturday, Sept. 30, and expects to be in 
the House of Parliament again early in 
November. He crossed the Atlantic in five 
days and thirteen hours in the Lucania, 
which passed the New York despite the latter’s 
twelve hours’ start out of Liverpool. He 
came from New York to Chicago on the 
twenty-hour limited and left for the North- 
west on the St. Paul, thence via the new 
Canadian Pacific route from Minn 
through the Dakotas to Western Manito 
direct to Vancouver’s Island, where he 
catch a fast steamer for Japan. His route in- 
cludes the Suez Cahal. Mr. Heaton is a stout, 
finely-groomed, full- bearded, typical English- 
man, quietly dressed and ex ingly affable, 
with scholarly bearing and evident affinity for 
the press. e thinks Chicago journalism 
electrifies the world. At home he is a mem- 
~ ed of the Carlton club, and looks like a good

R. S., in discussing the 
subject of sneezing, says: “As instances of the 
use by the lower animals, especially of the sense 
of smeil, I may refer to the fact that they will 
instinctively reject food which is poisonous, how- 
ever carefuily you may wrap it up, even when 
pressed by hunger. Monkeys, cats, dogs, and an- 
imals of the higher class will pertinaciously re- 
ject such food. this action being determined 
on their part by the sense of smell. It is 
not, however, only by the olfactory nerve 
that provision is made to guard against 
the destruction of. the animal. A man ee O 
sometimes placed under circumstances in which 
he will be'exposed to carbonic acid, chlorine, or 
avariety of gases which, if taken into the sys- 
tem, would destroy him. He has, then, besides 
e sense of smell, by which some of these gases 
may be detected, a set of nerves which produce 
the Sensation which we cal] sneezing. ese are 
titillated by various powders and _ gases, which 
would act injuriously if they went into the lungs. 
The act of sneezing’ is the act of throwing away 
or getting rid of that which if a man-got into his 
lungs would injure him. hen a man sneezes he 
draws back in cases where, if he went forward, 
he would endanger his life.’’
